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AWAIT BUREAU’S ACTION 


HOPEFUL FOR JOINT REPORT 





Sentiment Is More Favorable to Re- 
ducing Expenses in the Western 
Excepted Cities 





While some of the members of the 
Western Insurance Bureau express 
doubt as to the ultimate outcome of the 
agreement between the joint confer- 
ence committee of that organization 
and the Western Union, yet the lead- 
ers in the bureau are confident that it 
will go through at the annual meeting 
in Pittsburgh next week. The doubt 
that rests in the minds of some of the 
bureau people is the supposed advan- 
tage the big union companies will have. 

In all the mixed agencies all compa- 
nies in the union and bureau will have 
to pay the union graded scale of com- 
mission. This will make a change for 
bureau companies as well as the union, 
and some of the smaller companies in 
the bureau feel that, having no differ- 
ential, they will be placed at a disad- 
vantage. 

Will Eventually Sepa:ate 

The theory among many ot the bu- 
reau people is that the mixed agencies 
will, within the course of two or three 
years, choose one class of companies 
or the other, without any stress from 
companies or field men. So that by 
the end of that time, it is stated, there 
will be few if any mixed agencies. This 
separation will be effected through the 
agents themselves, without any outside 
suggestion. 

Position of the Connecticut 

The announcement on the part of the 
union committee that the Connecticut 
would be counted as a non-affiliating 
company relieved the situation so fart 
as the bureau was concerned, as the 
members of the bureau would not con- 
sent to the position that the Connecti- 
cut had been a union company all along 
by expunging of the records and that, 
hence, all agencies in which it was rep- 
resented with other non-union compa- 
nies were mixed. By the terms of the 
agreement non-affiliating companies en- 
tering either organization become sub- 
ject to the rules of such association. 
In the case of the Connecticut all the 
non-union agencies in which it is rep- 
resented will be counted as bureau 
agencies. It will have to pay, there- 
fore, the commissions allowed by the 
union in such agencies, which, under 
the new rules, will probably be on the 
graded scale. The bureau companies

GLENS FALLS IN UNION 
REMOVES LARGEST OUTSIDER 





Manager Whitlock is in Sympathy 
With the Present Program of 
Closer Cooperation 





One more big step in the scheme of 
cooperation among the fire insurance 
companies of the west was taken this 
week when it became known that the 
Glens Falls had applied for admission 
to the Western Union. There has 
been much speculation as to what the 
Glens Falls would do now that the 
Western Union and the Western In- 
surance Bureau are getting together 
and the Connecticut has been rein- 
stated to membership in the Western 
Union. 

Western Manager J. L. Whitlock of 
the Glens Falls was deeply impressed 
by the action of the Western Union 
in expunging the records in the Con- 
necticut case. Also he has been deeply 
interested in the progress of negotia- 
tions along the lines of better coopera- 
tion between the two organizations. 
Mr. Whitlock has been an advocate 
all along of one organization built 
on the good faith of its members. 
However, he feels that the proposed 
cooperative agreement is practically 
what he has had in mind and he is 
willing to sacrifice some of his ideas 
to take part in the program of greater 
harmony in the conduct of western 
fire insurance transactions. 

Not Excess Commission Payer 

The Glens Falls has not been an ex- 
cess commission payer and has adhered 
very closely to the union scale of com- 
missions. Mr, Whitlock, in taking the 
matter up with his home office, found 
that President Cunningham was in 
sympathy with his ideas and in the 
union application for membership Mr. 
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Cunningham applies for membership 
in Ohio, as the home office has juris- 
diction over that state. 

Mr. Whitlock feels that the steps 
taken during the last few weeks are 
sane and right and will lead to better 
things. The Glens Falls will enter as 
a nonaffiliating company and, hence, 
its representation in bureau agencies 
will not “mix” these agencies. Under 
the proposed new union rules it can 
pay the graded scale of commission 
in these bureau agencies while the bu- 
reau companies can pay its scale in 
the same agency. The Glens Falls will 
be given plenty of time to readjust its 
affairs, but as the agencies bear a per- 
sonal relationship to the company and

NEW FORM OF INSURANCE 
AGAINST DAMAGE FROM FLOOD 


Ben H. Wilson, Agent at Oskaloosa, 
Ia., Works Out Rating System 
‘ for Menaced Valleys 





Ben H. Wilson, a member of the 
Bell-Wilson Company, local agents and 
real estate dealers at Oskaloosa, Ia., 
proposes a new form of insurance, 
which he calls valley protection, and 
has worked out a scientific method of 
computing rates. This indemnity would 
cover against destruction and damage 
caused by the breaking of reservoirs, 
dams, dykes and retaining walls. He 
states that there are from 1,000 to 1,200 
cities in the United States that are con- 
gtantly menaced by reservoirs of dyked 
rivers and protection against this haz- 
ard is a form of insurance that should 
and could be sold. 

Confers with Authorities 

Mr. Wilson has been in Chicago the 
past few days in conference with A. F. 
Dean, author of the analytic system 
for the measurement of relative fire 
hazard, and J. V. Parker, manager of 
the Western Actuarial Bureau. Mr. 
Dean has examined the schedule very 
closely and considers it scientifically 
correct. Further examination of it will 
be made by the actuarial bureau. Mr. 
Wilson has also taken his proposition 
up with a number of western managers 
of fire companies, believing that they 
can write such business just as they do 
tornado and hail insurance. This might 
necessitate charter changes for some 
companies and would have to be ap- 
proved by commissioners. Mr. Wilson 
broached the subject to a number of 
state officials attending the semi-an- 
nual meeting of the insurance commis- 
sioners’ convention. 

Plan of the Schedule 

The originator of this proposed form 
of insurance has issued a pamphlet en- 
titled “Valley Protection.” This shows 
a method of estimating the cost of val- 
ley protection by means of a schedule 
or system. It is to be followed by 
other pamphlets taking up different 
and more minute phases of the prob- 
lem. The first contribution does not 
attempt to say what rates should be, 
only showing a method of computa- 
tion. Mr. Wilson states that with no 
“experience statistics” available some 
research work in the records of flood 
disasters would have to be done. 

To Develop a Cost Rate 

It is proposed to develop according 
to the law of average a cost rate for 
this particular branch of insurance. 
Then a basic rate is to be developed by 
modification of the cost rate for each 
valley according to the nature and con- 
dition of the retaining wall, the value 
of property within the area of devasta- 
tion and the comparative volume of the 
reservoir. And each risk is to be 
specifically rated on a modification of 
the basic. rate according to location and 
nature of the risk. Under location 
three factors are considered—the lat- 
eral contour lines, which might be said 
to consider the height above the nor- 
mal water level; the ratiol width of the 
valley, which has to do with the force 
of the flood, depending on whether it 
would have a large territory to spread 
over or a narrow confined valley, where 
it would be more dangerous; and the 
radial distance from the source, that is 
the distance from the retaining wall 
which might break. Under the nature 
of the risk six features are considered 
—material and construction, founda- 
tion, occupancy, exposure, nature of 
soil on which risk is located and ratiol 
weight as regards ground area. 

Occasional Factors Considered 

Occasional factors are also consid- 
ered. Among those are obstructions 
such as lumber yards which would 
drive masses of destructive timbers and

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OBJECT TO CENTRAL PLAN 





Some of the Insurance Commissioners 
Oppose Project and Point Out 
the Features 





A number of the insurance commis- 
sioners state that they will oppose the 
effort to have a central bureau _as pro- 
posed at the recent meeting in Chicago. 
They feel that there is danger in this 
plan of giving up some of their rights 
and believe this is the plan of former 
Superintendent Hotchkiss of New York 
to attempt to guide the affairs of the 
state departments. These officials say 
that the Insurance Commissioners’ 
Convention has barely enough means 
to do the work as it is. They call at- 
tention to the fact that certain states 
are very seldom if ever represented at 
meetings and do not pay their pro- 
rata proportion of the cost of carrying 
on the work of organization. 

Another feature pointed out is that 
one or two states have had to bear the 
brunt of the burden in arranging for 
the compilation of the annual table of 
value of securities. Some commission- 
ers believe that there will be too much 
power concentrated and that it will be 
an expense greater than the appropria- 
tions of the various states will warrant 
in meeting. They think it will pave 
the way for an ambitious individual to 
use the bureau as a big stick and, there- 
fore, they will oppose it. Some of the 
smaller states look upon it as a scheme 
of some of the larger states to control 
the affairs of the organization.

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ERROR OF SOME STATES 
EXPERIENCE IS TOO NARROW 


Franklin H. Wentworth Tells of Fal- 
lacy of Regulation on Local 
Resulis 


, 


Franklin H. Wentworth, secretary 
of the National Fire Protection Asso- 
ciation, addressed the Insurance Soci- 
ety of Pittsburgh last week. The prin- 
cipal point he made was the fallacy 
of a state endeavoring to regulate fire 
insurance on the experience within its 
own borders. He said in part: 


There is nothing as fatal to the proper 
comprehension of a problem as the fo- 
cussing of attention upon a single feature 
of it. Ifa “houn’ dawg” gets into a crowd 
he will bite the leg of the man who is 
being pushed against him. In the same 
manner ,and with equal intelligence, your 
insurance companies are being held re- 
sponsible in some quarters for the griev- 
ous burden of the fire tax. Through 
some singular mental confusion you are 
believed to be masters of an alchemy 
which can convert an ash heap into an 
asset. We expect to keep on burning, but 
We want you to pay for it; and if you 
demur at it we will have the law on you! 

Error of Board of Trade 

It is natural that commercial miscon- 
ceptions should be registered in the legis- 
latures, especially when such misconcep- 
tions receive the official sanction of prom- 
inent trade bodies. While in New Or- 
leans last month, I was astonished to read 
in the local newspapers a public mani- 
festo of the board of trade of that city 
declaring that the capital of fire insur- 
ance companies is in the same category 
as capital invested in public service cor- 
porations and should be so regarded and 
regulated. 

I am afraid that Tulane University is 
neglecting its functions as a local edu- 
cator. Any student in first year econom- 
ics would not fall into this error of the 
New Orleans board of trade. 

Insurance Capital Is Fluid 

It is obvious that capital in public 
service corporations has its feet in the 
soil. Gas companies, street railway sys- 
tems, electric light plants, etc., are an- 
chored. They are local to the territory of 
their franchises and cannot easily pull up 
their investments by the root and convert 
them into cash. Regulation of such en- 
terprises is easy; they are within the 
state’s jurisdiction. But fire insurance 
capital is fluid. It must be so from its 
very nature and essence. It must be able 
to liquidate quickly to meet its remotest 
obligations. Insurance companies can at 
any time withdraw from a state placing 
too numerous burdens upon them, invest- 
ing their capital in more profitable enter- 
prises and leaving such state without 
suitable indemnity. Out of 105 fire insur- 
ance companies doing business forty years 
ago in the state of New York all but 
twenty-one have retired. They have either 
been wiped out by the fire waste, or vol- 
untarily retired because their business 
was unprofitable. Any insurance com- 
Pany can do that tomorrow by reinsuring 
its business with other companies or by 
returning its unearned premiums and can- 
celing its policies. It can then put its 
capital into bonds and “sit tight,” as the 
English say, receiving its interest and 
letting fire losses be borne by those will- 
ing to continue the gamble. 

State Experience Not Conclusive 

The experience of a public service cor- 
poration in a single state is conclusive as 
to its earnings; that of an insurance 
company is not. If it were, San Fran- 
cisco would be yet a blackened wilderness 
and Baltimore and Chelsea still heaps of 
ashes. No single state can from its own 
experience legislate a fire tax upon other 
States, nor fix the policies of interstate 
insurers. 

Such attempts are subversive of the 
welfare of the citizenry of such states, 
for they divert their attention from their 
individual responsibilities regarding the 
fire waste and confirm them in their 
habits of carelessness and neglect. An 
excessive fire tax is an effect; it is not a 
cause. The cause is the necessity for re- 
Placing property wasted by fire. 

Should Be Left to Its Misforttines 

A state that in this age is willing to cut 
itself off from the comity of states, and 
refuse to assume the burden for other 
States that such states are assuming for 
it, should be left to recover from its own 
misfortunes as a proper penalty for its 
misanthropy. 

e are coming in this country, in the 
whole world, in fact, to do things to- 
gether. We are getting away from that 
narrow individualism which is so close to 
anarchy. And we can solve this problem 
of the fire tax together. We can reduce it 
only by reducing the cause of it—use- 
less and criminal fire waste ;and when 
we fix our attention upon this cause and 
attack it for our common welfare and 
benefit, we will no longer, like the “houn’ 
dawg,” bite the leg of the nearest man, 
for he might happen to be our best friend.

REPORTS TO BOARD OF TRADE 





Chairman of Louisville Committee 
Sums Up Results of Rate Reg- 
ulation Movement 





Sebastian Zorn, chairman of the spe- 
cial fire insurance committee of the 
Louisville board of trade, which was 
responsible for the passage of the state 
rating law, has submitted to the board 
a printed report of 53 pages covering 
the work which the committee has 
done. The committee regards its task 
as complete, now that the insurance 
board is organized and ready to en- 
force the new law. 

A feature of the report is the use of 
a number of “graphic charts” devised by 
George H. Holt with the intent of proving 
that the insurance companies have over- 
charged the insurers of Louisville. The 
report on Louisville conditions made 
by Mr. Holt to the insurance commit- 
tee is also given. 

Comments occurring in the report 
follow: 


The comparison of the statistics of re- 
cent experience in states under rate regu- 
lation with those in others where combi- 
nation is permitted without rate regula- 
tion, forced the conclusion that the rat- 
ing law is solving successfully a very 
serious problem, the reduction of the ex- 
cessive expense of handling the fire in- 
surance business. 

Says Salary Will Supplant Commission 

So long as it is possible through com- 
bination to avoid the effects of uneconom- 
ic methods by keeping rates at high lev- 
els, expenses will grow until the public 
revolts. When the rate law removes this 
resource by permitting only 
rates to be charged, unreasonable ex- 
penses must cease. The payment of ex- 
cessive commissions comes to an end, 
and ultimately the salary will supplant 
the commission whenever the good of the 
service demands. 

The construction of a rating law in- 
volves decisions upon two questions with 
reference to which opinions differ. Shall 
the state merely supervise rates made by 
the insurance companies when complaint 
arises, or shall the state assume the en- 
tire responsibility and issue the schedules 
under its own imprint? The special fire 
insurance committee preferred state-made 
schedules for the reason that while there 
is no practical difference in the final re- 
sult, the responsibility is more clearly 
defined when the state takes the initiative 
and the burden of proof lies with the 
companies to show that the state is in 
error. Moreover, the pretense that sched- 
ules are the product of irresponsible in- 
dividuals engaged in the private business 
of making rates is effectually buried. The 
state board was given the preference be- 
cause it offers the better safeguard of all 
interests. 

Difference in Forms and Riders 

The striking variation in the policy 
forms and riders for similar risks in dif- 
ferent parts of the country and even in 
wie same .city has been brought to the 
attention of the special committee during 
its investigation. The amount of coin- 
surance is nothing in some cases and in 
others 75 percent, 80 percent or 90 per- 
cent. The elimination of discrimination 
and production of uniformity in these 
particulars will evidently form an im- 
portant part of the work of the state rat- 
ing board. 

Some Aerial Observations 

We believe the following are conclusive 
reasons for the creation of a state insur- 
ance board: 

Because the underwriters have banded 


reasonable 








themselves together in secret organiza- 


tions, under heavy penalties, not only of 
fines, but of business ostracism or boycott 
as a means of maintaining their unfair 
grasp upon the people. 

Because fire insurance premiums are & 
tax levied by monopoly, without the 
knowledge or consent of property owners, 

Because the underwriters in the state 
of Kentucky claim that the laws of Ken- 
tucky give the property owner no power 
to question or review a rate, however un- 
just, and afford no tribunal or official be- 
fore whom the property owner may apply 
for remedy. 

Because other states and municipalities 
and organizations within other states have 
rights of review and redress which were 
not granted by the laws of Kentucky to 
her citizens.

There are four distinct 
departments in this country under separ- 
ate management, the New York depart- 
ment being in charge of Henry W. Eaton 
as United States manager, the western 
department under William 8S. Warren of 
Chicago, the southern department under 


Clarence F. Low at New Orleans and the 
Pacific department under Charles D. Ha- 
ven of San Francisco. All departments 
report direct to the home office, furnishing 
the United States headquarters with quar- 
terly and annual statements. The records 
show that from 1853 to 1857 .ae company 
did a life business in this country. At 
the time of examination there were found 
to be four such life policies in existence 
in the United States on which premiums 
are collected.

ADDRESSED A JOINT MEETING 


Franklin H. Wentworth Visits Cleve- 
land as Part of President Neale’s 
Educational Campaign 











As a feature of the educational move- 
ment started by President A. W. Neale 
of the Cleveland Fire Insurance Ex- 
change, Franklin H. Wentworth, sec- 
retary of the National Fire Protection 
Association, delivered an address be- 
fore a joint meeting of the Fire Insur- 
ance Exchange and the Cleveland 
Chamber of Commerce, immediately 
following luncheon in the large audi- 
torium of the Chamber building Tues- 
day noon, The attendance was large. 


The speaker said that manufacturers 
and business men generally seek fireproof 
(or at least safe buildings) in which to 
store their papers and valuable property 
equip them with sprinkler systems and 
take other precautions to reduce his fire 
tax, but that the ordinary man does not 
realize that the insurance cost is dis- 
tributed to all the products of the fac- 
tories and the merchandise sold by the 
stores and that he is paying a portion 
of it with every article he purchases. 
This is one of the points that Mr. Went- 
worth is endeavoring to make plain to 
the general public. 

The growing use of gases of different 
kinds and gasolene has introduced a 
dangerous element all over the country, 
he said. Even farmers are now using 
gasolene engines to drive their machinery 
and many fires have resulted from them. 
Garages are also dangerous and high 
tension electric wires run into many 
buildings are a continual cause of trouble.

Is Refused Mandamus 

Auditor J. S. Darst of West Virginia 
has. been successful in shutting the 
Standard Home Company of Birming- 
ham, Ala., out of his state. He secured 
the indictment of the company after 
the banking commissioner had refused 
to relicense it. The concern replied by 
asking for a writ of mandamus, com- 
pelling the secretary of state to grant 
it a certificate of authority. The su- 
preme court of appeals held that the 
Standard Home Company was so sim- 
ilar to a building and loan institution 
that it came within the jurisdiction of 
the banking commissioner’s depart- 
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ment, and that he is allowed to use dis- 
cretionary power. Though this deci- 
sion takes away the right of the audi- 
tor to supervise such institution, it 
secured results. 





OBJECT TO MUTUALS ACTION 

The Sun and German mutuals of Cin- 
cinnati have been giving local agents 
some trouble recently by the announce- 
ment that they are including the “gas 
explosion” clause in their policies free 
of charge. Stock companies charge an 
additional premium for this clause, and 
the local association is trying to get the 
companies to meet this competition. Cin- 
cinnati has natural gas, and while the ex- 
plosions have not been numerous, it is 
a hazard which is obvious to the policy- 
holder, and the bait held out by the mu- 
tuals is proving tempting.

VALUED FPOLICY LAW UPHELD 

In a recent decision of the Supreme 
Court of the State of West Virginia in 
the case of Hinkle v. North River In- 
surance Company, from Randolph County, 
the opinion being written by Judge Bran- 
non, the valuea policy law was held to 
be in full force in this state. 

The court holds that Chapter 77, Acts 
of 1907 revising, amending and reenact- 
ing Chapter 34 of the Code, does not re- 
peal Section 1108 of the Code of 1906, 
which is as follows: 

“All fire insurance companies doing 
business in this state shall be liable in 
case of total loss by fire or otherwise as 
stated in the policy on any real estate 
insured, for the whole amount of insur- 
ance stated in the policy of insurance 
upon said real estate and in case of par- 
tial loss by fire or otherwise as afore- 
said of the real estate insured the basis 
upon which said loss shall be computed 
shall be the amount stated in the policy 
of insurance affected upon said _ real 
estate, and the insured shall have the 
right to enforce his claim for said loss 
in any court having jurisdiction.” 

Sections 3 and 4 of the sylabii, in the 
opinion written by Judge Brannon are as 
follows: 

Section 3. The act, Ch. 33, Acts of 1899, 
published in the Code of 1906, serial sec- 
tion 1108, has not been repealed, and 
under it ‘where the loss of a house by 
fire is total, the insurance company has 
no right to demand arbitration of the 
amount of loss, though the policy pro- 
vides for it.” 

Section 4. Under a fire insurance policy 
to make a loss by fire total under the 
valued policy act, the building need not 
be utterly destroyed and extinguished, If 
its identity is gone, if its remnant cannot 
be used for a basis of repair or restora- 
tion, the loss is total, calling for full 
payment of insurance fixed by the policy.”

MICHIGAN AND INDIANA 


LOOK PLEASANT AND PAY UP 


All That Can Be Done About Dwell- 
ing Losses—How Values 
Run Up 


Detroit, Mich. April 30—(Special 
Correspondence) — Writing dwelling 
houses is good business when you don’t 
have to pay a loss on them. They are 
preferred by the agent because they 
pay more commission and by the com- 
panies because they make more money 
from this class than from any. other; 
that is, when they get rates, but when 
it’s a go-as-you-please proposition it is 
hard to say the stuff is good. Some 
agents work for this business entirely 
for the reason, I presume, as stated, 
that it pays best and the companies 
want it. We have made some state- 
ments regarding rates in Detroit on 
dwellings and flats. They seem en- 
tirely out of reason so far as our ex- 
perience goes, but the companies ac- 
cept the business and so we infer that 
any old rate is enough. So it goes 
along these lines, but when you have 
a loss that eats up almost six months’ 
of your earnings for a company you 
naturally say rates are too low and 
are sorry you touched the stuff. We 
have an honest example of what it 
means when you get a really first-class 
dwelling loss. In making up the esti- 
mate honestly we find we are up 
against a loss on contents of a dwell- 
ing about like this. Rugs valued any- 
where from $50 to $500; dresses going 
up into the hundreds and one table- 
cloth valued at $1,000; mahogany furni- 
ture, bric-a-brac, etc. We are in for it 
and of course sorry we got it, but that 
doesn’t count. All we can say to the 
companies is, “Look pleasant and pay 
up,” but what a hole it makes in our 
premiums and we get so little out of it. 
We guess the game is a bad one, any- 
way. It doesn’t seem to make any 
difference whether you have a rabbit’s 
foot or not—you get hit. 











Charge it to advanced underwriting.— 
Some years ago when the Michigan 
Inspection Bureau was examining daily 
reports and forms the question of 
whether a form was acceptable or not 
was considered, otherwise the common 
precautions incident to the hazard of 
fire insurance selling was insisted on. 
Now is it so? Not by a jugful. Fellows 
who got into the insurance business a 
week ago tell the old agents to get their 
eyes open, see that the assured gets all 
that’s coming. Their stock in trade con- 
sists in culling out of the form every- 
thing that will in any way necessitate the 
assured using even common precautions. 
Then to show their ingenuity they add 
to the form certain things that might 
be suggested by the assured which an 
old time agent would not listen to. In 
writing household goods now, the agent 
provides for guests and servants. As a 
matter of fact, the suggestion should not 
be considered by the assured, but it has 
that element of getting something for 
nothing that the ordinary human being 
longs for. Again, they allow $200 worth 
of goods to be sent to the dyers, laundry 
or cleaning shops where the rate is ten 
times higher, with no extra charge. This 
is the automatic application and is quite 
an incentive to the buyer who, as stated 
above, always wants something for noth- 
ing. Now, we don’t care a great deal 
about this part of the ptay. If the com- 
panies accept, the agents are foolish, per- 
haps, to put their judgment against theirs 
and not follow suit, so we do as the others 
do when so requested and charge it to 
advanced underwriting. Our object in 
getting off this spiel is not to haul those 
fellows over the coals but to go for 
bigger game, and that is the fellow who 
ought to know, does know, but doesn’t 
practice. Gasolene is dangerous and it 
is the duty of every agent to warn his 
customer not to have any more of the 
stuff around than is absolutely necessary, 
so when an agent will advise an assured 
that he can have ten gallons around and 
simply puts on his policy “Permission 
to have on the premises ten gallons of 
gasolene,” without notifying the as- 
sured that the stuff must not be drawn 
except by daylight and must not have a 
gas jet in the same room, ignoring all 
the rules governing the storage or use 
of this, one of the greatest hazards, we 
say that agent doesn’t know his business, 
or doesn’t care enough about it to be 
square. An agent who got into our en- 
closure saw fit to demand that we put on 
a ten gallon permit, allowing in the same 
room a gas jet. We objected at first and

First Tried to Get in Illinois Under 
Act Regulating Lloyds and 
Interinsurers 











The Illinois department has admit- 
ted the following New England mu- 
tuals: Manufacturers’ Mutual Fire, 
Rhode Island Mutual Fire, State Mu- 
tual Fire, Mechanics Mutual Fire, En- 
terprise Mutual Fire, American Mutual 
Fire, all of Providence, R. I., and under 
the same management. 


These concerns made application some 
time ago for admission under the new 
law regulating Lloyds and inter-insurers, 
which is entitled, ‘“‘An act to regulate and 
control insurance against loss or damage 
by fire, lightning, hail, wind storm and 
sprinkler leakage, by partnerships, asso- 
ciations, individuals, or aggregations of 
individuals, not now authorized to do 
business in this state and prescribing the 
penalty for violation thereof.” 

The department held, however, that no 
companies of any kind can obtain admis- 
sion to the state under the act quoted on 
account of its title, which refers to part- 
nerships, associations, individuals, or ag- 
gregations of individuals. When this act 
was pending in the General Assembly H. 
Seely, an understudy of Col. George H. 
Holt of Chicago, appeared before the 
committees and urged that Section 4 of 
the act be amended as follows: “That 
mutual insurance companies incorporated 
under the laws of other states shall be 
entitled to do business in this state sub- 


ject to the provisions of this act.” r 


Seely forgot, however, to have the title 
amended also, and for that reason t¥e de- 
department has treated the amendments 
quoted above as surplusage in accerdance 
with the ruling of the supreme court in 
cases of this kind, because the amend- 
ment admitting mutual companies does 
not conform to the title of the act. There 
has been no reason why these mutuals 
should not have been admitted before 
had they asked for admission under the 
regular fire act, which they finally did. 





ELECTRICAL CONDITIONS BAD 





Inspection of La Crosse, Wis., Shows 
Unsafe Wiring—Fire Prevention 
Association’s Successful Meeting 





The most successful inspection in the 
history of the Wisconsin State, Fire 
Prevention Association was made on 
April 25 when thirty members of the 
organization, accompanied by Thomas 
M. Purtell, state fire marshal, and J. E. 
Florin, assistant fire marshal, looked 
over conditions in La Crosse, Wis. 

While conditions in general in La 
Crosse were no worse than in most of 
the cities inspected thus far, the elec- 
tric wiring was in deplorable shape, in 
fact the worst that the association has 
ever experienced. The wiring was old 
and poorly installed, with many bare 
wires. Conditions in this line were so 
bad that the members of the fire pre- 
vention association recommended that 
steps be taken at once to remedy the 
situation and urged the appointment 
of a competent electrical inspector. 
There is an ordinance in force in La 
Crosse, requiring an electrical inspec- 
tor, but the appointment has never 
been made. 

Basements in the business section of 
the city were fairly well cleaned up, but 
there were evidences that there had been 
a recent cleaning out, in view of the fact 
that the inspectors were expected. 

Electric wiring in the schools, even in 
the high school, was found to be far 
from satisfactory.

G. A. DOERFLER MAY GO EAST 


Invited to Take Charge of the Under- 
writing Department of the New 
Atlantic Fire 








Gus A. Doerfler, secretary and man- 
ager of the Acme Fire of Cedar Rapids, 
which recently reinsured and will re- 
tire, will likely go to New York to take 
charge of the underwriting of the At- 
lantic Fire which is being organized by 
interests connected with the Sovereign 
Fire. At least he will go to New York 
in a short time to look the proposition 
over. 


Mr. Doerfler took charge of the Acme 
Fire in the spring of 1909 when the com- 
pany was practically crippled on account 
of its surplus line business. In addition 
to this he found the stockholders and 
officers in a serious wrangle. He did his 
best to patch matters up and produce 
harmony, but the bitter personal feeling 
that existed at that time was never fully 
overcome. The company was not given 
the support by the local Cedar Rapids 
people that it should have had. 

In 1909 the Acme received a premium 
income from Iowa of a little over $22,000, 
in 1910 it was $45,752 one ae year its 
total premiums were $67,885. The com- 
pany was growing Fi agg than its net 
surplus would warrant and its reinsur- 
ance reserve ate up the surplus. Its 
premium income was ‘not sufficient to re- 
duce its operating expenses enough to 
make the stockholders a profit. Its loss 
ratio in 1910 was 42 percent and in 1911 
a little over 41 percent. By this it will 
be seen that the class of business it 
wrote was a desirable one and it was 
enjoying a good experience on it. 

The capitalists connected with the Sov- 
ereign Fire, who bought the controling 
interest in the Acme endeavored to in- 
duce the minority stockholders to assist 
in adding sufficient funds to the capital 
and surplus to strengthen the company 
so that it could enter other states, but 
they were unable to do so. They then 
bought out the minority stockholders’ in- 
terests and it was thought best to or- 
ganize the company in New York which 
as known will be the Atlantic Fire. 

The Acme Fire leaves the field with an 
honorable record as all its policyholders 
are fully protected by reinsurance with 
the Sovereign Fire and the Northwestern 
Fire & Marine. Its losses have all been 
paid 100 cents on the dollar. 

Mr. Doerfler has nothing to be ashamed 
of in his record with the company and 
he will make a good man if he accepts 
the position with the Atlantic Fire. 


Urge Inspection Campaign

The inspection of Sioux City by the 
entire executive committee will prob- 
ably occur May 21.

The companies are anx- 
ious that the trouble at St. Louis over 
the new rates there be avoided at St. 
Joseph. 


Mutual Liability Continues 

That the liability of a policyholder 
of a mutual company may continue for 
a long period is shown in a decision 
just rendered by the supreme court of 
Nebraska in the case of the Hog Rais- 
ers Mutual vs. Richard Bowen and 
others. The mutual failed some time 
ago and was placed in the hands of a 
receiver. The receiver attempted to 
collect an assessment levied by the 





board of directors before the failure, 
but the assessment was held to have 
been made in an illegal manner. In- 
stead of allowing the policyholders to 
escape liability through this ruling, the 
court, four years after the directors’ 
assessment was levied, ordered the re- 
ceiver to levy an assessment to take 
care of outstanding claims. This 
assessment also was contested, but the 
state supreme court, after many years 
of litigation, holds that the policyhold- 
ers must pay. 


LOSSES SEVERE IN NEBRASKA 


Small Fires, Village Conflagrations and 
Three Omaha Risks Run the 
Total to High Figure 


So far this has been a year of hard 
luck for fire insurance companies in 
Nebraska. The new year opened with 
bitter cold weather, long continued. 
That meant hot fires in all stoves and 
furnaces, and the leakiest lot of chim- 
neys ever discovered let sparks through 
and caused a multitude of roof fires. 
Though the losses averaged small, 
they were numerous and annoying. 
Then occurred a half dozen village 
conflagrations, running up to $20,000 
insurance losses. As soon as these 
were over, three big fires in a row oc- 
curred in Omaha. The wagon and 
grading machinery manufacturing 
plant of T. F. Stroud & Co. at Twen- 
tieth and Ames avenue burned. For- 
tunately for the insurance companies, 
their rates on this plant had been so 
high as to be practically prohibitive, 
and there was but $5,000 insurance on a 
$200,000 damage. Next came the Ames 
building, a six-story brick building at 
Sixteenth and Farnam streets, occu- 
pied by mercantile firms. The damage 
was pretty well covered by insurance, 
even to the rents, and it will take a 
little over $100,000 to settle the losses. 
Then an old street car house at Twen- 
tieth and Harney streets, remodeled 
and used as a sign painting establish- 
ment, a garage, and an armory, burned. 
The insurance loss on this amounted 
to about $25,000. These three being 
additional to the usual run of small 
losses, make the profits look slim.

Charles D. Mackenzie, state agent at 
Omaha for the Fire Association, is out 
and feeling fine after an operation for 
a throat trouble, and a sojourn fol- 
lowing it in the hospital. 


Howell Wins in Primary 

Robert Beecher Howell, head of the 
fire, accident and surety insurance 
agency of R. Beecher Howell & Co., in 
the Karbach block, Omaha, was given 
the preferential vote of the state at the 
recent primary election for Republican 
national committeeman from Nebras- 
ka, winning over the present incum- 
bent by over 15,000 majority. He at- 
tached himself to the Roosevelt move- 
ment early in the campaign. 


COMPANIES PAID THE TAX 

An ordinance providing for the pay- 
ment of a $5 fee annually by the insur- 
ance companies doing business in Fre- 
mont, Neb., was opposed by the Fremont 
agents when the date for paying the as- 
sessment arrived. The matter was taken 
up by the city attorney with the com- 
panies and the tax was paid. This or- 
dinance is general throughout Nebraska 
cities, and is rarely opposed by the com- 
panies or their agents.

KENTUCKY AND THE SOUTR 


BOARD WILL AWAIT DECISION 


Can Act With More Confidence If Law 
Is Sustained—Interest in Anti- 
Rebate Section 











The general belief at present is that 
the state insurance board of Kentucky 
will not appoint a chief clerk or 
actively take up the work of supervis- 
ing fire rates until the decision of the 
federal court on the injunction peti- 
tion of the companies is handed down. 
While this will not affect the situation, 
inasmuch as the companies will con- 
tinue to obey the law, through the 
Kentucky Actuarial Bureau, a decision 
favorable to the board will enable it to 
act with more confidence than at 
present, with the suit pending and the 
possibilities of a decision adverse to 
the law being present. It is also be- 
lieved, as heretofore indicated, that the 
expert who is appointed as chief clerk 
of the board will not be unfriendly to 
the fire insurance interests. 


The companies which were not repre- 
sented in the filing of schedules at Frank- 
fort last Monday, the German Security 
of Louisville and the Security of VT:in- 
cinnati, probably will make arrangements 
to comply with the law in the near 
future. It is suggested that these com- 
panies did not understand fully the re- 
quirements, and will act as soon as they 
can arrange to do so. 

The part of the new law about the 
construction of which more interest is be- 
ing shown than any other is section 5, 
which is as follows: 

“No insurance company coming under 
the provisions of this act shall engage 
or participate in the insurance of any 
property located in this state until it has 
complied with the provisions of section 2 
and section 3 of this act, and no com- 
pany, officer, agent or representative of 
any company shall write insurance at a 
rate different from the rate fixed in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of section 
2 hereof, or refund or remit in any man- 
ner or by any device any portion of the 
rates fixed in accordance with the provi- 
sions of section 2 hereof, or refund or 
remit in any manner or by any device 
any portion of the rates so established, 
or extend to any insured or other person 


.any special credit, privileges, advantages, 


favor, inducement or concession.” 
Besides being, obviously, a prohibition 
of rate cutung or rebating, this provi- 
sion of the law bears upon brokerage, and 
many local agents believe that the state- 


| ment that the agent shall not extend “to 


any insured or other person” a concession 
in the rate will make it necessary to 
eliminate the broker’s commission. As 
indicated earlier, this would be a big 
thing for the agents of the state, and 
they are hoping that the state board 
will rule that the provision requires all 
of the business to be written at the full 
tariff rate without reduction through 
broker’s commissions or otherwise. 





Kentucky Pond to Meet 


At the annual meeting of the Ken- 
tucky Pond of the Blue Goose, which 
will be held in connection with the 
semiannual meeting of the Kentucky 
board at Torrent, Ky., June 12-14. 
Claude G. Snyder, manager of the 
Henry Clay of Lexington, who is now 
most loyal gander, will retire. His 
successor, it is believed, will be M. B. 
Russell, of the Firemen’s Fund, who is 
now supervisor of the flock. Mr. Rus- 
sell is also president of the Kentucky 
board. At the Blue Goose meeting only 
business matters will be taken up, and 
no initiations or social sessions are 
planned. 

The Kentucky State Fire Prevention 
Association, which will meet during the 
board session, has not yet fixed the 
exact time of its convention. It will be 
a semi-annual meeting, the annual 
being held in Louisville in February. 


ELIMINATE BANK AGENCIES 


The insurance department of Tennes- 
see is reported to have begun action in 
Nashville looking to the elimination of 
insurance departments by banks and trust 
companies, about half a dozen of which 
are writing fire insurance. This follows 
developments along this line at Memphis, 
where practically all of the trust com- 
panies writing insurance got rid of their 
departments. 

The Nashville agents have suffered for 
a long time on account of conditions 
there, and are hoping that the change 
suggested will be brought about. Most of 
the companies would probably not object 
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to the change being made in Nashville, 
but there is a general belief that the rule 
ought not to be applied to small town 
agencies, where the companies have found 
that bank cashiers make the best repre- 
sentatives they have. 





WRITTEN BY OUTSIDERS 


A fire in a handle factory at Fulton, 
Ky., which caused a loss of $25,000, de- 
veloped the fact, it is stated, that much 
of the insurance on the plant was in un- 
authorized companies, some of which were 
not financially responsible. Western Ken- 
tucky particularly seems to have been 
plastered with insurance of this kind, and 
while much of it was written on account 
of the withdrawal of many licensed com- 
panies from towns such as Fulton, May- 
field and others where the loss. record 
was bad, some has also been written in 
districts where the regular companies 
are taking full lines.

He is now in the 
state renewing his old connections which 
he established when he was siate agent 
of the company for Kentucky a few years 
ago. 

The second death in two months de- 
pleted the ranks of the Louisville agency 
of Glover, Bloom, Coons & Jones, Paul 
Jones, the youngest member of the firm, 
who secured an interest in it only re- 


cently, dying after a long illness of 
stomach trouble. He was twenty-four 
years old. 


The North British & Mercantile has in- 
serted an advertisement in the Louisville 
newspapers se that firm of 
Glover, Bloom, Coo & Jones is now 
sole agents of the North British in Louis- 
ville and that they have sole authority 
to issue poiicies, make cancellations and 
indorsements and _ receive notice of 
changes of ownership, occupancy or loca- 
tion. The firm succeeded Charles Thrus- 
ton Johnson, who protested against the 
transfer of agency for a time. 





Preus Preparing New Law 

Commissioner Preus of Minnesota 
has started the draft of a law which is 
the outcome of the motion at the con- 
ference in Milwaukee to control the 
promotion of insurance and other in- 
vestment companies, which are organ- 
ized for the sole’ benefit of the pro- 
moters. It is along the line of pre- 
venting the exploitation of “blue sky” 
schemes. Mr. Preus expects to draft 
a bill, following the lines of the laws 
in effect in Kansas and North Carolina. 
It is also expected that similar bills 
will be introduced in other states, 
along uniform lines. 





NONRESIDENT AGENT RULING 


The attorney-general of West Virginia 
has ruled that the insurance department 
can issue licenses to nonresident ents 
of life companies provided a resident 
agent approves the risks, countersigns the 
policies and receives the ‘commission. Only 
residents may be appointed agents for 
fire companies and only residents may 
be appointed agents for foreign companies 
other than fire and life.

NEWS OF FIRE PREVENTION 


HEN it comes to something 
W new, something radically dif- 

ferent than what we have been 
accustomed to all our lives, we are all 
Missourians. We all have to be shown. 
Insurance men do not differ in this re- 
spect from other men. 

Steel furniture came upon the mar- 
ket a number of years ago. The idea 
pleased underwriters. But they had to 
be shown. They refused to spend 
enormous sums for something that 
might not prove wanting. But now it 
appears to be coming into its own. 

A number of western departments of 
fire companies invested much cash in 
steel filing cabinets, steel shelving, steel 
desks and other steel furniture and fix- 
tures when they moved into quarters 
in the Insurance Exchange. 
agers have found that steel furniture 
is a success and they are doing their 
part to reduce the hazard in Chicago’s 
biggest fireproof office building. 

Steel furniture has two advantages 
that are particularly strong. One is 
that it takes an extremely hot fire to 
damage more than the exterior finish 
and communicate with the contents, no 
matter how inflammable these may be. 
The other point is that the general fire 
hazard, which exists in fireproof build- 
ings filled with inflammables just the 
same as it exists in stoves or furnaces 
filled with fuel, is materially lessened. 

There are still many skeptics, but 
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the number is growing less and less all 
the time. 





Unsinkable! 

The Titanic was unsinkable. There 
was no need for enough life boats. 

Fireproof! 

Much of Baltimore’s business dis- 
trict was built without wood. There 
was no need for protecting openings. 

Unexposed! 

Much of the residence district of 
Chelsea was unexposed. Shingles were 
not a hazard. 

Sprinklered! 

Many of the big saw mills of the 
Pacific coast were sprinklered. The 
ordinary precautions were forgotten 
and the small protective devices were 
dispensed with. 

But the Titanic did sink, the fire- 
proof was not fireproof, the unexposed 
did catch fire from exposure, and the 
sprinklered burned. Just the same old 
story. Someone was cocksure and 
someone was negligent. 

There can never be too much care, 
too much protection. 





Deserve Heroic Treatment 


When the Kentucky Inspection Bu- 
reau rerated Russellville, increasing the 
rates by reason of a change in classifi- 
cation, citizens, officials and _ local 
agents of Russellville protested vigor- 
ously, pointing to a low loss record as 
a reason for a reduction in rates, in- 
stead of an increase. The inspection of 
the town, which was held by the Ken- 
tucky State Fire Prevention Associa- 
tion recently, indicated plainly the 
reasons for the ch¢nge in rates, and 
vindicated the action of the inspection 
authorities completely. 


Frank G. Snyder, president of the asso- 
ciation, in a letter to the members of the 
organization, which introduces the de- 
tailed report on the town gotten out fol- 
lowing the meeting, says: “Out of the 
total number of risks inspected, more 
than one-half called for corrections in 
one form or another. The town is old, 
poor in construction, its fire department 
and water supply far from a reasonable 
standard, electrical conditions very poor. 
In fact, generally speaking, conditions are 
such as to invite a serious conflagration.” 

Russellville citizens now realize that 
conditions there deserve heroic treatment, 
and are considering a substantial bond 
wes Ragas the purpose of making improve- 
men 





Commercial Club Busy 

Following the investigation made 
after the two big fires at Sioux City, 
Ia., recently, the commercial club has 
taken up the matter of fire protection 
with the municipal authorities. It was 
found that the water supply and pres- 
sure were not deficient and that main 
extensions have already been ordered 
that will make improvements along this 
line. The chief trouble is that the fire 
department needs much additional 
equipment and is very much under- 
manned. In twenty-two years Sioux 
City has tripled in size while the num- 
ber of firemen has increased only from 
22 to 42 and but one large piece of ap- 
paratus, a horse-drawn steamer, has 
been added to the equipment. The com- 
mittee recommends that fifteen addi- 
tional men be employed and that five 
pieces of apparatus be purchased— 
aerial truck with standpipe attachment; 
combination chemical and hose truck; 
auto truck for reasonable sized ladders, 
combination pump engine, car fitted for 
use of fire chief. This additional equip- 
ment would cost approximately. $30,000. 
It has been proposed that the club en- 
deavor to secure from the legislature 
the enactment of a bill which will al- 
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low cities of the class of Sioux City to 
assess up to 6 mills for a fire fund. The 
council is now considering the employ- 
ment of a fire inspector and the pas- 
sage of a building ordinance and in 
this connection the commercial club 
asked that in all new buildings metal 
— be required on all exposed 
sides. 





Gets Out Valuable Booklet 


The Ohio State Fire Prevention As- 
sociation has put out a booklet that 
will be of great value in electrical in- 
spections. It gives a brief description 
of forty of the more common defects in 
equipment, each followed by a few 
lines showing what should be done to 
correct it, with a reference to the spe- 
cific rule in the National Electrical 
Code. A copy of the book can be left 
with the owner of each risk inspected, 
with a memorandum of the defects 
found. These can be indicated by num- 
ber, the paragraphs describing each de- 
fect and the remedy being numbered. 
On the title page are blanks for the 
name of the assured, address, date, etc. 

The book was compiled by F. O. 
Evertz, electrical inspector of the Ohio 
Inspection Bureau, at the request of 





the fire prevention association. It con- 
sists of only eight pages, including a 
page of “don’ts,” and could be adopted 
by other state associations without 
much expense. 





Report on Springfield, O. 

As to the fire-fighting facilities at 
Springfield, O., the National Board 
engineers say: 

“Water supply from mainly adequate 
and reliable source; fire flow available 
in the principal mercantile district ade- 
quate, but not reliable, owing to insuffi- 
cient pumping capacity. Fire depart- 
ment fairly strong and efficient. Fire 
alarm system fairly reliable and ade- 
quate.” ; 

As to the conflagration hazard, the 
report says: 

In the principal mercantile district con- 
struction is decidedly weak, a large pro- 
ortion is in excessive areas and much of 
fe is frame; streets are only moderately 
wide and high winds are Svoquent: so 
that, although the water supply is ad- 
equate, the fire department efficient and 
fairly strong and the fire alarm system 
fairly reliable, the resultant conflagra- 
tion hazard is fairly high. In the minor 
mercantile and manufacturing districts, 
group fires only are probable. Residen- 
tial sections are mainly frame with 
shingle roofs, and in the more closely- 
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built portions there is great danger of 
spreading fires, 


SCHOOL COURSE FOR WISCONSIN 


If a plan inaugurated by C. P. Cary, 
Wisconsin superintendent of public in- 
struction, succeeds, a course in “fires and 
fire prevention” will be added to the cur- 
riculum of the Wisconsin school boy. 
- How the lessons will be taught has not 
yet been worked out, but it is likely they 
will be made a part of the course now 
required in all of the country schools 
for the study of agriculture. 

The state superintendent expects sub- 
Stantial results based upon those already 
obtained yd the state fire marshal’s de- 
partment in conducting an educational 
campaign. The loss from incendiarism 
in Wisconsin has decreased from $120,990 
in 1908 to $35,415 in 1910, and there has 
been a similar reduction in fire losses 
from other causes. 





BAD STREETS DIMINISH PROTECTION 


Bad streets as an element in the pre- 
ventable fire loss figured in a recent La 
Crosse, Wis., fire when the home of Fred 
A. Braathen was damaged to the extent 
of about $1,800 and furniture valued at 
$800 was destroyed, according to Fire 
Chief Nathan Bradfield. For many blocks 
on the route from the fire station the 
roads are of sand and the horses were 
forced to walk while the fire was having 
its own way with the house. The fire 
chief asserts that homes in that section 
are under a heavy handicap and have 
little or no protection from fire owing 
to the delay caused in the arrival of 
apparatus. 


Is APPOINTING DEPUTIES 

Cc, C. Bosworth, state fire marshal of 
‘Kentucky, whose headquarters are at 
Lexington, has appointed Philip J. Hen- 
dricks, of Louisville, and J. Evans, of 
Frankfort, his assistants. In addition, 
Mr. Bosworth will name a number of 
deputies, probably six permanent ones and 
others for special cases as needed. One 
deputy, P. J. Peel, of Nicholasville, has 
been appointed, and two will be added in 
Louisville. An effort is to be made to 
‘investigate every fire thoroughly, and 
this will require more men than have been 
available heretofore. It is stated also 
that the state insurance board will ap- 
point a committee for the purpose of 
working with the fire marshal’s office, and 
a reali effort to reduce the number of 
incendiary fires is to be made, 


ORDINANCES UP AT LINCOLN, NEB. 

Two ordinances are now before the 
council of Lincoln, Neb. One is to pro- 
vide for a close scrutiny of the cause of 
every fire in the city by the chief of the 
fire department, and a prompt report re- 
garding it to the state fire commissioner. 
The chief's probe is limited to two days. 
The chief is given further authority by 
the proposed ordinance to enter any build- 
ing or premises in the city to make such 
examination as he deems necessary. The 
other ordinance provides for an exten- 
sion of fire limits of the vity, enlarging 
the boundaries of the district in which 
the construction of anything but fireproof 
buildings is prohibited. 


FOUND 804 DEFECTS AT LITTLE ROCK 


The Arkansas Fire Prevention Associa- 
tion has completed its survey of the fire 
hazard in Little Rock, and made its final 
report. In two weeks, 1,500 buildings, 
large and small, were inspected, and of 

‘this number 804 were found below the 
standard. At least one-twelfth of the 
buildings examined contained faulty rub- 
ber hose connections for gas appliances, 
which is severely condemned by the as- 
sociation. Over a hundred instances were 
discovered where there is an abnormal 
hazard due to regime handling of gas- 
olene and oils ome of the defects in 
detail are as follows: Defective con- 
struction, 92; defective flues, 57; defec- 
tive wiring, 55; defective heating ap- 
paratus, 77; unsafe handling of ashes, 20; 
unsafe handling of gasolene and oils, 84; 
rubber hose connection to gas appliances, 
128; rubbish, 267. 


ACTIVITIES CONTINUE 


The activities of the state fire marshal 
of Minnesota continue unabated. Deputies 
have been visiting various cities through 
the state, looking into the matter of 
compliance with previous orders for the 
removal of fire hazards, and issuing new 
orders. At Mankato, it was found that of 
eighteen buildings which had been or- 
dered removed, there had been sixteen 
compliances, and one more owner was 
preparing to do so. One owner threatens 
to fight the case in court. The depart- 
ment has given a final warning in a num- 
ber of different towns, and if compli- 
ance is not reasonably prompt there will 
be prosecutions to follow. At Winona 
there were some fifteen structures which 
came under the ban. Most of the owners 
stated their willingness to comply. At 
Red Wing it is found that nearly all the 
buildings which were condemned had been 
torn out. Prosecutions will follow failure 
to comply with the others. 


CHIMNEYS CAUSE LOSSES 
An up-state farmers’ mutual company 
in Minnesota has found that chimney 
troubles are responsible for a great many 
of its losses. In looking into the matter 
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the company finds that its requirements 
are not as rigid regarding chimneys as 
they should be. It is estimated that ue 
association has lost from failure to have 
stricter requirements on chimneys about 
$7,000 to $8,000. At the next annual meet- 
ing it will be urged to make the require- 
ments more rigid as to chimneys. 





SHOWED VIOLATION OF ORDINANCE 

A tin flue instead of brick or other fire- 
proof material, enclosed in a wooden par- 
tition was responsible for the loss of a 
Topeka, Kan., residence recently. The flue 
was enclosed in the wall at the time the 
building was erected, in the last year, 
in spite of city ordinances prohibiting it. 
A gas grate was used in the dining room 
which was connected with the tin flue. 
Overheating the flue immediately set fire 
to the wooden partitions. The incident 
will be called to the attention of the city 
authorities with the request that a prose- 
cution be started. The building inspectors 
also will be requested to make a more 
careful inspection in future. Fire insur- 
ance men fear there are many more such 
residences in the city, every one of which 
is in danger of being lost the same way. 





WILL ENFORCE THE LAW 


The state insurance board of Texas has 
advised the city fire marshals of its in- 
tention that the fire marshal’s law re- 
quiring the city fire chiefs to make reports 
every ninety days of the condition of all 
mercantile risks and special hazards in 
their towns will be enforced. All risks 
of this character are to be listed with full 
particulars and it.is expected that prop- 
erty owners will comply with the provi- 
sions of the act requiring risks to be 
kept up to a certain standard. 


FIRE PROTECTION NOTES 


State Fire Marshal John W. Zuber has 
ordered 95 changes in old Columbus build- 
ings, including one church. 


The Missouri Fire Prevention Associa- 
tion is preparing to make a block exami- 
nation of Kansas City, where losses have 
been heavy. 


A police and fire alarm telephone sys- 
tem will be installed in the downtown 
district of Fort Smith, Ark., at a cost 
of about $1,000. 

There is an agitation at Russellville, 
Ark., for the installation of a fire depart- 
ment following the completion of the 
waterworks system. 

Most of the heavy building construc- 
tion of Columbus, Ohio, tnis spring will 
be reinforced concrete, and as nearly fire- 
proof as modern building science can de- 
vise. 


The board of public works has ordered 
the Indianapolis Water Company to make 
many extensions of its mains on the out- 
skirts, covering largely new _ residence 
districts. 

The Louisville Water Company will 
probably install a 36-inch distributing 
main at the Crescent Hill ago & sta- 
tion to relieve the pressure on the 48-inch 
main now in use, 

The Little Rock Railway & Electric 
Company has acceded to the recommenda- 
tions of the Arkansas Fire Prevention As- 
sociation and will place all wires, except 
trolley wires, underground. 

It is announced that the Automatic 
Sprinkler Company of America will con- 
solidate its Akron, Ohio, Syracuse and 
Philadelphia plants at Youngstown, Ohio, 
and employ 400 men at the start. 

Fire insurance companies, through their

changes before the code is completed in 
ordinance form for the city council. 


The city of Horicon, Wis. (population, 
1,881), voted recently to build a muni- 
cipal waterworks system. Contracts are 
to be let on May 3. The village of 
Gresham, Wis., is agitating a similar step. 

Gale P. Kyle has begun the construction 
of a waterworks system at Rogersville, 
Tenn. He was recently given a franchise 
for the operation of a plant. 


Seven buildings have been condemned 
by Deputy Fire Commissioner J. C. 
Trouton at Fremont, Neb. The wuildings 
have been photographed and notice of the 
work sent to the state fire commissioner. 
Notices have been sent by the latter 
official to tear the buildings down. Five 
of the structures are located on one of 
the principal streets of the city. 


Too many fire chiefs and town clerks in 
Wisconsin are inclined to append “un- 
known cause” in their reports of fires, and 
in an effort to reduce this meaningless as- 
signment State Fire Marshal T. M. Pur- 
tell has addressed a circular to all such 
officials. They are advised to study and 
compare the causes with the facts sur- 
rounding each fire before reporting it. 

An interesting incident in connection 
with the action started against the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters in con- 
nection with its approval of certain rub- 
ber-lined fire hose through the label of 
the Underwriters Laboratories is the or- 
der of Justice Gerard requiring the plain- 
tiff to amend his complaint by striking 
out all the laudatory references to the 
product of his factory. This will, of 
course, destroy much of the advertising 
value of the action. 





RYON MAKING LECTURE DATES 





New Bureau of Publicity and Educa- 
tion Making Arrangements with 
Various Organizations 





O. B. Ryon, as manager of the new 
bureau of publicity and education of 
the Western Union, is now arranging 
for speakers for various organizations 
that desire to know more about certain 
phases of the insurance business. On 
the request of the chamber of com- 
merce at Omaha he has secured State 
Fire Marshal C. J. Doyle of Illinois to 
talk on fire prevention May 10. For 
the Kentucky Association of Local Fire 
Insurance Agents he has secured Com- 
missioner C. A. Palmer of Michigan. 
At its. regular annual meeting Mr. 
Palmer will talk on state rating laws 
and the local insurance agents. Com- 
missioner J. A. O. Preus of Minnesota 
has promised Mr. Ryon that he will 
speak on such occasions if dates and 
distances do not interfere with the reg- 
ular work of his department. 





W. J. Frederick—W. J. Frederick has 
been elected assistant treasurer of the 
National Fire of Hartford. For some 
time he was secretary of the Under- 
writers’ Association of New York State 
and later was manager of the Buffalo 
Board. He has also worked in the field 
and has had an all-round experience. 





A total of $488,796 in license fees and 
taxes was collected from insurance com- 
panies in Kansas during the month of 
March. Domestic companies pay 2 per- 
cent on their premiums and companies 
from outside the state pay 4 percent. 
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Chairman Lipscomb of the executive 
committee of the National Association 
of Local Fire Insurance Agents, an- 
nounces that the committee has fixed 
the following dates for the next con- 
vention at Atlanta: October 15-17. The 
convention beginning Tuesday will al- 
low Georgia agents to hold their state 
meeting on Monday, and for the ar- 
rival of delegates from distant points 
who leave their homes on Saturday. 

The southern agents are now actively 
preparing for the convention. Applica- 
tions have been made to the railroads 
for special rates, and plans are being 
shaped up by those who expect to at- 
tend, for visits to southern points of 
interest. Some of the northern dele- 
gates will take the steamship route go- 
ing or returning. 

President Southgate has announced 
that he will be able to attend the an- 
nual meetings of the Pennsylvania and 
New York state associations in June. 
The date of the Pennsylvania meeting 
is June 17-18, and the New York meet- 
ing June 19-20. The arrangements for 
attending these meetings were made at 
the time of the mid-year conference, 
and, while other invitations have been 
received, President Southgate has not 
sufficiently regained his strength since 
his recent serious illness to warrant 
further definite plans at this time.

lumber against property below and 
railway bridges and embankments 
which would serve as temporary dykes. 
increasing the hazard above and lower 
the hazard below. Other occasional 
factors considered are the natural in- 
cline of the valley, which would govern 
the rate of the flow and the tendency 

of water to flow in a straight line. 
Only a “Conflagration” Hazard 

Because of the numerous flood dis- 
asters of the past there would, no 
doubt, be a market for flood insurance. 
It is a form indemnity that could not 
be sold by one company, as the danger 
compares to the conflagration hazard 
of fire insurance in the congested dis- 
tricts of the big cities. If the fire 
companies are unable to get permis- 
sion to write the business the general 
casualty companies no doubt could. The 
only approach to this form of insur- 
ance is water damage indemnity, which 
has thus far been written only by the 
Maryland Casualty. It covers against 
damage done by the breakage of water 
mains and pipes and the flooding of 
cellars. Sprinkler leakage might be 
said to be a form similar and is writ- 
ten by both casualty and fire com- 
panies. 
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AWAIT BUREAU ACTION

in the same agencies can pay the bu- 
reau scale, which is somewhat more 
liberal in its classification. 
When a Company Changes 

Where a bureau company enters the 
union or where a union company en- 
ters the bureau, the agreement states 
that the agencies do not become mixed. 
In such event the company transfer- 
ring from one side to the other must 
retire from the clear agencies in as 
reasonable a time as possible, such pe- 
riod to be decided by the joint confer- 
ence committee. 

Under the proposed agreement a 
number of perquisites now enjoyed by 
local agents will be cut off in order to 
reduce expenses. 

Excepted Cities Problem 

The great stumbling block will be 
the excepted cities. Under the terms 
of the agreement, a special committee 
is to be appointed by the president of 
each organization to take up the large 
cities question. While the union is de- 
ciding on one excepted city the bureau 
must decide on two, owing to the fact 
that it has a larger number of excepted 
cities. This special committee must 
recommend the terms of compensation 
and details of readjustment for the 
cities, subject to the approval of both 
organizations. It is likely that one 
city will be taken up at a time as each 
presents its own peculiarities. There 
is no disposition to eliminate the sala- 
ried offices of companies prevailing in 
some of the cities, as the companies 
would not agree to any change of this 
kind. However, the basis of brokerage 
and compensation to solicitors must be 
adjusted so that salaried and commis- 
sion agencies will be placed on equal 
terms. One of the objections offered 
by commission agencies to the salaried 
office is that the latter can make 
greater inducements and thus have an 
advantage. It is stated that in some 
of the cities the salaried offices have 
abused their privileges and have been 
able to get a stronger foothold thereby. 

More Favorable Sentiment 

There is now a stronger sentiment in 
favor of reducing expenses in the large 
cities than ever before. The action of 
the insurance commissioners last week 
in passing a resolution instructing the 
special committee on expenses to bring 
in a report at the Spokane meeting rec- 
ommending legislation to eliminate the 
excepted cities and reduce expenses 
threin will have a strong effect in 
bringing the companies to voluntary 
action along these lines. ; 

If the proposed agreement is ratified 
at Pittsburgh the excepted cities will 
be taken up at once by the special 
committee. There is strong hope now 
that something can be done to bring 
about reform in the big cities and get 
the expense ratio on a normal basis. 
This will mean some sacrifice for the 
general welfare and considerable read- 
justment, but those who have looked 
into the situation carefully think that 
after the changes have been made thie 
legitimate men in the business, be they 
agents, brokers or solicitors, will earn 
a larger income, because many of those 
not regularly in the business will be 
forced out. 

Cc. EB. Sheldon’s Statement 

The statement of Manager Sheldon 
of the American in reply to the report 
that the company might join the West- 
ern Union, to the effect that the only 
basis of such a rumor would be the 
failure of the Western Insurance Bu- 
reau to ratify the agreement, has caused 
much interest and the feeling is that 
it will have an effect on any bureau 
companies that may be wavering. 

Chairman Halle of the bureau will 
likely leave for Pittsburgh, Sunday 
night. 

The opinion among most managers 
is that Chicago should be the first 
“excepted city” to be treated, as it is 
the most important. Other cities will 





be difficult to handle if Chicago is al- 

lowed to remain, but, with the largest 

one amicably adjusted, it will be much 

less difficult to handle the others.

Wirh the announcement that the 
Giens Fats will enter the WesTEeRN 
Union and with the reinstatement of 
the Connecticut Fire to union mem- 
bership it now looks as if the proposed 
agreement between the WESTERN UNION 
and the WestTerN INSURANCE BuREAU 
will be approved at the bureau meet- 
ing in Pittsburgh next week. Cooper- 
ation is in the air and with the action 
taken by the InsuRANcE CoMMISSIONERS 
CONVENTION in instructing its special 
committee on expenses to bring in a 
report at the Spokane meeting looking 
toward fire insurance expense reduc- 
tion and the elimination of “excepted 
cities,” the companies feel that it is 
up to them to do the needful. There 
was never a more harmonious spirit 
abroad and a willingness to make sac- 

rifices for the general welfare. 
Naturally the attempt to regulate the 
large cities and reduce compensation 
in them will mean a great struggle and 
contest. However, most of the com- 
panies are willing to make the attempt 
and see what may be done. The com- 
panies are nearer a unit in desiring to 
accomplish something now than ever 
before and it is to be hoped that a 
catholic spirit will prevail and that the 
greatest good for the greatest number 

will be the one object in view. 





TOO BUSY 


It 1s a noteworthy fact that Superin- 
tendent of Insurance EpMonp H. Moore 
of Ohio was not present at the recent 
meeting of state insurance commission- 
ers held in Chicago. The absence of 
Superintendent Moore from this meet- 
ing—the repeated absences of Superin- 
tendent Moore from similar meetings— 
is noteworthy not because of Superin- 
tendent Moore, but because of Ohio, 
which always, heretofore, has been rep- 
resented in these meetings and all 
other national and sectional meetings 
for the benefit of the people, whether 
insurance, or fire prevention, or lum- 
ber, or groceries, or charity, or re- 
ligion. 

But it may be said on behalf of Su- 
perintendent Moore that he is a very 
busy man. When he accepted the su- 
perintendency of insurance at $6,000 a 
year, an increase of 50 percent over 
the salaries of Superintendents Vorys 
and Lemert, his predecessors, it was 
with the understanding that he should 
be busy, and keep busy, and he has 





done it so well that whereas they had 
time to attend these meetings, and hold 
memberships in or be chairman of im- 
portant committees, he has no time for 
these things, for he must be about his 
master’s business, which is to see that 
Governor Jupson Harmon corrals the 
delegates to the national Democratic 
convention at Baltimore. 

Perish the thought that any of them 
—or at most that more than a few of 
them, just enough to save appearances 
—should go to WILSON, or CLARK, or 
FoLx, or UNpDERWooD, or worse than all, 
to Bryan, while an able-bodied insur- 
ance superintendent at $500 a month is 
able to cover the country and prevent 
it—at the expense of Ohio. 

And in the meantime, even as Topsy 
“just growed,” so the Ohio insurance 
department is just taking care of itself. 
It is impossible for those having busi- 
ness with the department to confer 
with Superintendent Moore, but that 
doesn’t matter, for what is a petty in- 
surance question to landing a delegate 
from North Dakota or Oklahoma? 
Representatives of the unauthorized 
fire insurance companies invade the 
state and escape with fat premiums on 
which no taxes will be paid by either 
assurers or assured, and neither will 
any agent, whose license fee has been 
paid into the state treasury, derive any 
benefit from it, but that doesn’t matter, 
for the insurance companies which pay 
Superintendent Moore’s $6,000 a year 
are thieves and robbers anyway, and 
their agents are hirelings of a trust, 
whose chief aim in life is to capitalize 
the sufferings of the people in fat com- 
missions. 

Surest thing in the world! What’s 
the office of insurance superintendent 
for, anyway? Superintendent Moore 
has got the right dope, and those other 
commissioners who met in Chicago 
were wasting their time. Manifestly, 
they don’t know what their jobs are 
for. 





GOOD EFFECT OF THE LAW 

WE commend to the fire insurance 
brokers of Chicago, who are interested 
in raising the standard of their class 
to use their efforts in securing the 
enactment of a law that will bring 
about the results as has the new enact- 
ment, Sec. 142, of the insurance law 
of New York. The New York depart- 
ment has issued a list of brokers li- 
censed under this new act. The list 
contains about 10,000 persons, who, 
prior to March 13, obtained authority 
to receive commissions from insurance 
companies engaged in all lines other 
than life. The New York brokers, 
who fathered this measure, are being 
congratulated on the fact that a large 
number of illegitimate brokers have 
been eliminated from the business. The 
New York brokers class a man as not 
legitimate who is not chiefly engaged in 
insurance and real estate business. The 
New York brokers certainly are to be 
commended on getting through a law 
that has wiped out so many of those 
not seriously engaged in the business.

Personal Side of the 
Insurance Business 


W. H. Gould, former actuary of the 
Volunteer State Life of Chattanooga, 
who now has charge of the life insur- 
ance department of Suffern & Co. the 
chartered accounting firm of New York 
city, is spending some days in Chicago, 
auditing the western department of the 
Glens Falls. Mr. Gould started his ca- 
reer with the Canada Life and is one 
of the well known mathematicians and 
actuaries of the younger school. 





Thomas Jefferson Flynn, the new II- 
linois state agent of the Sterling Fire 
of Indianapolis for Illinois, arrived at 
his Chicago headquarters this week, be- 
ing located in the office of Wile, Loeb 
& Gutman in the Insurance Exchange. 
In honor of his nationality members of 
the firm had prepared a desk set in the 
festive green, including blotter, pen, 
pencils, rubber, ink and so on. 


August Straus, president of the In- 
surance Field Company and the Cou- 
rier Journal Job Printing Company of 
Louisville, died last week after suf- 
fering for a year from a nervous break- 
down. Mr. Straus was instrumental 
in building up the printing business of 
the Courier Journal Job Printing Com- 
pany and one of the factors in estab- 
lishing the Insurance Field. In the 
old days he was well known to the 
insurance men, but as the business ex- 
panded his entire time was taken at 
the home office. 


Dr. S. Oakley Vander Poel, senior 
medical director of the New York Life, 
died a few days ago. He was born in 
Albany, N. Y., in 1853. His father, 
both grandfathers and two uncles were 
practicing physicians. He was grad- 
uated from Rutgers College in 1873, 
and from (Columbia) College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons in 1876. He was 
house physician in Bellevue Hospital 
for eighteen months, and then spent 
about the same length of time in study- 
ing his profession in Paris and Vienna. 
He practiced in Albany from 1879 till 
= when he removed to New York 

ity. 


The Insurance Advocate of New 
York will hereafter be published in 
sections. The first three issues each 
month will be devoted chiefly to the 
current news, while the fourth issue 
will contain illustrations, editorials, 
and a review of the news. The Advo- 
cate, under the management of H. E. 
Roberts, has taken a place in insur- 
ance journalism that is influential. Mr. 
Roberts has had a long career in in- 
surance journalistic work and is one 
of the popular men in the business. 


Levi A. Meech. a life actuary of note. 
died at his home in Norwich, Ct.. at 
the age of 90 last week. Mr. Meek 
was at one time actuary of the Charter 
Oak Life and contributed a number of 
valuable volumes and pamphlets to the 
actuarial science. His last and best- 
known work was “System and Tables 
of Life Insurance.” which appeared in 
1881, and shortly thereafter he retired. 


Hon. Henry Bohl of Columbus, O., 
president of the board of review of that 
city and vice-president of the Ohio 
National Life, made an address the 
other evening before the committee on 
corporations other than municipal, of 
the Ohio constitutional convention. Al- 
fred Hurrell, attorney for the Life 
Presidents Association of New York, 
was another speaker. Mr. Bohl- has 
not only the experience of an insurance 
man, but a legislator as well. When he 
was in the Ohio legislature he was 
chairman of the insurance committee. 
Hon. S. A. Hoskins is chairman of the 
convention committee and was very 
much impressed with Mr. Bohl’s talk. 
Mr. Hoskins is being talked of for gov- 
ernor on the Democratic ticket. Mr. 





Bohl covered the subject of life and fire 
insurance, explaining, so far as life in- 
surance is concerned, the tables of 
mortality, how many years it took to 
construct them, and told something of 
life insurance operations. Then he told 
of fire insurance and about the many 
companies that failed on account of the 
large conflagrations. He brought out 
the fact that the state would lose over a 
million dollars in taxes annually if it 
embarked in the insurance business. 
He showed the fallacy of the state 
controlling rates and entering into the 
insurance business, as proposed by the 
convention. : 

While life companies have been mak- 
ing commercial use of photography for 
some time, it has probably been left to 
Thomas E. her, western man- 
ager for the Aetna, to introduce the “ap- 
plied art” into the fire insurance busi- 
ness. Each month the western depart- 
ment sends duplicates of many of its 
records to the home office at Hartford. 
It formerly took two men about two 
weeks each month to copy these rec- 
ords by hand, and then there was al- 
ways the chance for inaccuracies. Now 
one of the regular departmental em- 
ployes, who has been coached in the 
science of photography, spends one 
day a month making absolutely error 
proof copies. 


Auditor Barton of Nebraska is mak- 
ing preparations to occupy a seat in 
the next federal congress. He has been 
nominated on the Republican ticket in 
the Fifth congressional district of Ne- 
braska and believes that the progres- 
sive Republican nomination is equiv- 
alent to election out there. He ran 
against three other aspirants in the 
primary and polled more votes than 
the whole caboodle. And he also car- 
ried this district when running for aud- 
itor by 4,000. Mr. Barton is a pro- 
progressive, and he’s been a Republican 
political manager since a year before 
he voted. 

William B. Howard and Henry C. 
Richmond are the Republican and 
Democratic candidates respectively to 
succeed Mr. Barton. Mr. Howard is 
vice-president of the German-American 
Life of Omaha, and won his nomina- 
tion in a four-cornered fight. Mr. 
Richmond is an old newspaper man, 
was chief clerk of the house in the last 
legislature, has a wide acquaintance, 
and won his nomination without oppo- 
sition. - 

Guilford A. Deitch, of Indianapolis, is 
one of the leading insurance attorneys 
in the country and is general counsel 
for the Reserve Loan Life. He edits 
the “Insurance Digest,” a valuable com- 
pendium of legal information gotten 
out each year. He started in the office 
of Finch & Finch, attorneys. He has 
devoted himself to all features of in- 
surance law, fraternal, legal reserve life, 
casualty, fire, accident and so on. He 
devised the first incontestable accident 
policy and got up the by-laws and 
started the Tribe of Ben-Hur, one of 
the big fraternal organizations. He 
was the first secretary of the legal sec- 
tion of the American Life Convention 
and later its chairman. 

When he turns the key in his office 
door at night that ends business for 
the day so far as legal work is con- 
cerned. Mr. Deitch is never in a hurry, 
never excited, and turns out a large 
volume of work. He seldom makes a 
false step. He makes insurance law his 
work because he likes it. He has one 
of the great insurance law libraries of 
the country. One of his great hobbies 
is good drinking water, although his 
name would indicate he preferred 
something else. :

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WILSON ON COOPERATION 


TALKS TO CHICAGO LIFE MEN 





Commissioner Schively of Washington 
Also on Program at First 
Meeting of New Year 





With George T. Wilson. vice-presi- 
dent of the Equitable of New York, 
delivering the address of the evening 
and Commissioner J. H. Schively of 
Washington and L. Brackett Bishop, 
president of the National association, 
making remarks, the new year of the 
Chicago Life Underwriters’ Association 
was most fittingly ushered in at dinner 
in the Hotel La Salle last Friday 
evening. President H. C. Castor pre- 
sided, and in introducing Mr. Wilson 
said that the last time he had heard 
him speak was at the National associ- 
ation meeting in Detroit nearly two 
years before. His address then was so 
inspiring and so enthusing that he and 
George Hoffman, also of Chicago, re- 
solved that they would each increase 
their production for the year $100,000. 
And each made good. 

Mr. Wilson’s Address 

Mr. Wilson, true to his reputation 
as an after-dinner speaker, enthuser 
and optimist, began: 


“Mr. President, live wires of the Chi- 
cago Life Underwriters’ Association, cap- 

ns of industry, fellow workers, am- 
bassadors of peace, first aids to widows 
and orphans, friends and comrades, fel- 
low citizens, fellow fellows, ladies and 
gentlemen, and Billy Carlile.” 

Then he proceeded with portions of 
the preamble to the constitution and 
said that when a man was called to 
make a speech he usually began by per- 
spiring and ended by making an ass of 
himself. He admitted that he had al- 
ready perspired and then promised to 
start in on his address. But he did not 
forget the stories and humor for which 
he is known. 

What System Has Done 

“If the record of light that life has 
brought to many,” said Mr. Wilson, 
“could be written down, it would occupy 
many bright pages in the history of the 
advance of civilization. It has furnished 
food for those who would otherwise be 
hungry, clothing for those who would be 
naked, warmth for those who would be 
freezing, homes for those who would be 
homeless and education for those who 
would be ignorant. And it has furnished 
happiness for those who paid for the 
insurance, for when death comes people 
dwell most pleasantly on what they have 
done for others. To fortify the home and 
loved ones against the mischances of 
fortune has ever been the aim of man 
and up till very recently each man had 
to ‘go it alone.” Now, through the sys- 
tem of life insurance the burden is dis- 
tributed and each man can fortify his 
home. Through the life insurance sys- 
tem $7,000,000,000 has been paid to pol- 
icyholders. 


Cooperation Is Apparent 
“The business is such that the spirit 
of cooperation among those engaged in 
it is natural and appropriate. This spirit 
is particularly noticeable in Chicago. In 
promoting this triumph of civilization, 
the business of life insurance, agents 
always have been and always will 
be essential. It is a game against 
improvidence, poverty, want and suffer- 
ing, and every man engaged in it should 
play up, play up and play the game. 
The man who does that succeeds. His 
life is a blessing and his memory a 
benediction.” 
Schively Against Twister 
Commissioner Schively said that he 
was against the twister and the knocker. 
An anti-twisting law was passed in his 
state last June and since then he has 
tried 100 cases and revoked three li- 
censes. But the elevation of the ethical 
standard of the business, he said, is 
more in the hands of the men engaged 
in it, than in the hands of any state 
legislature. He appealed to the life un- 
derwriters to create a moral and ethical 
standard and do all in their power to 
ostracize the men who were not true to 
the business. 
To Eliminate Conspiracy 
National President Bishop told_ briefly 
of the progress that had been made since 
the last convention. Jules Girardin, 
chairman of the legislative committee, 
said that much had already been done 
by his subcommittees and it was hoped 
that a law would be secured on which 





rebaters could be prosecuted without re- 
sorting to conspiracy. Another impor- 
tant effort is to secure the passage of 
act giving the superintendent of insur- 
ance supervision over companies in the 
process of organization. Robert F. Pal- 
mer read the report of the executive 
committee. The following ten new mem- 
bers were received into the association.

AIMED AT MODERN WOODMEN 





Hearing on Donahue Bill Now Before 
the Illinois Legislature Is Set 
for May 7 





The measure known as the Donahue 
bill, which prevents fraternal societies 
having over 75,000 members, which in- 
creased their rates between Jan. 1, 1912, 
and March 1, 1912, from putting the 
rates into effect until 1915, passed the 
lower house of the Illinois General As- 
sembly, and is now pending in the sen- 
ate. This bill is aimed at the increase 
in rates provided for at the last head 
camp of the Modern Woodman, as by 
its terms the bill can apply to no other 
beneficiary society. 

There is to be a hearing before the 
senate committee on insurance May 7, 
Senator Lundberg, chairman of the 
committee, presiding. 

Said to Be Unconstitutional 

The bill is thought to be clearly un- 
constitutional, for several reasons. It 
seems class legislation, as it applies to 
only one fraternal society. It is ex- 
post-facto legislation, because it at- 
tempts to undo what the head camp 
of the Woodmen has done in a regu- 
lar manner according to the Illinois 
statute governing such societies. It 
does not come within the scope of the 
governor’s call for a special session. 
This call, so far as it relates to mat- 
ters of insurance, was “to amend the 
state insurance laws.” The Donahue 
bill contains no amendment to any ex- 
isting law, but is simply new legisla- 
tion. 

Another Bill Introduced 

Another bill has been introduced in 
the senate by Representative King of 
Galesburg, by request. This measure 
provides that the rates paid by mem- 
bers of fraternal societies shall be 
based upon the age at entry and not 
upon the attained age. This is a bril- 
liant piece of legislation and is evi- 
dently intended to take the place of 
the Donahue bill should the latter pass 
and be declared unconstitutional. In 
its terms it is about as reasonable as 
amending the multiplication table. 





Penn Mutual’s Record 

The Penn Mutual wrote in April up 
to the twenty-fifth, $6,500,000, a gain of 
$500,000 over the same period last year. 
The new business this year up to the 
twenty-fifth was $30,097,000. The six- 
ty-fifth annual meeting of the company 
and the twenty-ninth annual meeting 
of the agency association will be held 
at the home office May 21-23, at the 
Bellevue-Stratford. 





Ferguson’s Anniversary Year 

E, A, Ferguson, manager of the 
Union Central in Chicago, has moved 
into new quarters, 918-30 Tribune 
building, where he has taken larger 
space in order to provide for his grow- 
ing business.

Central had less than $300,000 of in-

MID - CONTINENT EXAMINED 





Muskogee Company Criticised, but Its 
Affairs in General Said to Be 
in Good Shape 





Muskogee, Okla., April 30—(Special) 
—Commissioner Ballard of Oklahoma, 
as the result of an official examination 
of the Mid-Continent Life, made by 
Paul Woolston and Assistant Commis- 
sioner Pettit, delayed the issuing of its 
license for 1912 pending its compliance 
with the regulations of the examiner. 
The changes and requirements in some 
instances in the opinion of the man- 
agement are technical in character, 
made possible by the difference in con- 
struction of the law governing invest- 
ments of home insurance companies as 
well as the holding of real estate. The 
bureau certificates referred to at the 
special meeting of stockholders Oct. 10, 
1911, called for that special purpose 
were then canceled. Some of the se- 
curities referred to in the examination 
as not an admitted asset, have already 
been converted into cash. The other 
requirements, including sale of build- 
ing, will be complied with at the ear- 
liest practicable moment. 

The examination conclusively shows 
the Mid-Continent Life to be absolute- 
ly solvent beyond any question. Every- 
one agrees to this. All policy con- 
tracts are fully protected and besides 
there is a substantial surplus to stock- 
holders over capital. Its April new 
business shows the company to be 
keeping up its good record for 1912 in 
that each month this year its paid-for 
business shows continued and very 





substantial increases over previous 
ones and at a very reduced cost in 
keeping with the change in its policy 
in effect since July 1, 1911. 


Severe criticism of the Mid-Continent 
Life of Muskogee, on account of its 
heavy expense and lack of experienced 
management, is contained in the report of 
the examination just completed for the 
Oklahoma department by Arthur W. Pet- 
tit, assistant insurance commissioner, and 
Paul Woolston, consulting actuary. 

In the judgment of the examiners the 
company was organized at a very heavy 


_expense, and has been conducted since or- 


ganization at too great expense for the 
results obtained. Exclusive of organiza- 
tion expense there was paid in $72,220 
to surplus in 1910 and $18,090 in 1911, a 
total of $90,310, of which only $6,705 re- 
mained Dec. 31, 1911, excluding $25,000 ob- 
tained by writing up the value of the 
home office building. It is stated that the 
business on the books is of little value 
for reinsurance, since but a small per- 
centage is renewal insurance and the lapse 
rate has been unusually heavy. 

In approving the report, Commissioner 
Ballard makes several recommendations 
which must be carried out before license 
is issued to the company, including that 
it dispose of the home office building, sell 
all real estate in Sapulpa, owned by it; 
make substantial reduction in expenses, 
cancel “bureau certificates,” clear up capi- 
tal stock account, and take steps to en- 
force collection of past due interest. 

The financial statement shows that the 
capital stock paid-up in cash is $272,625, 
an increase of paid-up capital during 1911 
of $39,350. The premium income for 1911 
was $95,930 and the total income from all 
sources $173,167. The total disbursements 
were $136,350, including $14,200 for death 
claims, $58,806 for commissions, $1,630 
for agency supervision, $10,804 for medi- 
cal examination and inspection of risks, 
and $25,035 for compensation of officers, 
directors and employes. The ledger assets 
on Dec. 31, 1910, were $296,313 and on 
Dec. 31, 1911, $372,480. The nonadmitted 
assets, including all of the bills receivable 
for capital and surplus, are $236,361.92, 
leaving the admitted assets $360,983.16. 

The total liabilities as given in the 
statement are $329,278.71 and unassigned 
funds $31,704.45.

PUTS FRATERNAL ON GRILL 
Its Home Paper Goes After National 


Protective Legion with Some 
Pertinent Questions 











The National Protective Legion of 
Waverly, N. Y., one of the earliest of 
the “double-your-money” concerns 
which for assessments totaling in five 
years $133, including dues and fees, 
promised to return in dividends at the 
end of the five years $250, and which 
did actually do so for a few years, is 
facing an active opposition on the part 
of the Waverly Free Press, the prin- 
cipal newspaper of the home office 
town. The legion operated in many 
western and southern states, but since 
about 1905 it has been obliged to fight 
to maintain its foothold in some of 
them, failing in several instances. Wis- 
consin was the first to refuse to renew 
the company’s license, closely followed 
by Minnesota and Virginia. In 1907 
Ohio and Illinois declined to permit 
the “Class B” business, as the five-year 
certificate branch of the company’s 
writings were designated to be writ- 
ten. 

Since that time the federal govern- 
ment has twice threatened to bar the 
company from the use of the mails, 
and the dividends have dwindled from 
the original $250 to $45.26 in 1911. The 
New York department has examined 
the company three times between June 
30, 1910, and Sept. 30, 1911, each time 
criticising the company’s methods se- 
verely. The latest issue of the Wa- 
verly Free Press had these nine ques- 
tions which it asked the company’s of- 
ficers to answer: 

Has the N. P. L. building been sold 
and the receipts credited to old Class B, 
as recommended in the report of the 
New York insurance department as of

Month of Grace Decision. 

The National Corporation Reporter 
Says as to a case involving month of 
grace: 

The month of grace allowed for the pay- 
ment of an insurance policy is not ex- 
tended by a note given for a past-due 
premium, where the month has expired, 
is the substance of a decision of the 
circuit court, E. D., Washington, D. C., 
Nov. 6, 1911, in Reed v. Bankers’ Reserve 
Life, in which the court, speaking through 
Mr. District Judge Rudkin, held in part: 

provision of a life insurance pol- 
icy, giving the insured a month of grace 
for payment of each annual premium, 
after it becomes due by the terms of the 
policy, does not apply to notes given for 
a past-due premium, after the month of 
grace for payment of such premium has 
expired. Under the rule of the federal 
courts, failure to pay at maturity a note 
Gun for a past-due premium on a life 
nsurance policy, containing a provision 
for forfeiture in such case, works an ab- 
solute forfeiture of the policy. Where a 
premium on a life insurance policy is by 
the contract subject to a deduction equal 
in amount to a dividend to which the in- 
sured is entitled, it is the duty of the com- 
pany to give him notice of such amount 
a reasonable time before the premium is 
due, and failure to give such notice is a 
waiver of the right to declare a forfeiture 
for nonpayment.

PRATERNAL CAN’T RAISE RATES 


A decision of considerable importance 
to fraternal organizations was rendered 
by the Wisconsin supreme court last week 
in the case of Gustav Jaeger and others 
of Milwaukee against the trustees of the 
grand lodge of Wisconsin of the Order of 
Hermann’s Sons. The court held that 
when a = joins a fraternal organiza- 
tion and becomes entitled to insurance, 
the organization cannot raise his rates 
and compel him to pay new rates or de- 
rive him of the benefits of his policy 
f he refuses to pay this increase, unless 
ere is a distinct agreement to this 
effect.

ISSUES A NEW POLICY 


The Bankers Life of Des Moines has 
issued a semi-endowment policy to be- 
come effective when the holder reaches 
the age of 70. The policy provides that 
when the holder reaches this age he may 
accept either an annuity or a lump sum. 
It also provides that holders of present 
policies may exchange them for the new 
semi-endowment policies without medical 
examination. Insurance officials present 
the ge that a man seventy years 
old has already fulfilled or lessened his 
duty of protecting his family and stands 
in need of protection himself. His earn- 
ing powers have declined at that age and 
it becomes necessary for him to secure a 
return on previous insurance premiums.

Removes Largest Outsider 

The entrance of the Glens Falls into 
the Western Union removes the larg- 
est outside company, not a member of 
either organization now that the Con- 
necticut has been reinstated. The ac- 
tion of the Glens Falls will have much 
to do in bringing about favorable ac- 
tion on the proposed agreement at the 
meeting of the Western Insurance Bu- 
reau in Pittsburg next week. 

The Glens Falls was a union mem- 
ber up to 1899, when it resigned. 

Manager Whitlock’s Letter 

Manager Whitlock says to his field 
men: 

You have no doubt observed the awak- 
ening now extant among fire insurance 
companies for cooperation along more 
sane, practical and good-fellowship lines 
than has been in evidence for some time 
and that has been especially emphasized 
within recent months—not to say weeks. 

The old organization, in taking the ac- 
tion it did at a recent meeting, in con- 


nection with the Connecticut Fire, re- 
flected great credit on itself. The merits 
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of the controversy between this good com- 
oo and the organization in question, 
need not be entered upon. It matters not, 
now, what the controversy was, nor who 
was the nearer right. The old organiza- 
tion wiped the slate; and, as a reasonable 
and fair-minded corporation, as the Con- 
necticut is, it could not well do other- 
wise than extend its hand of fellowship. 
The old organization finally consented to 
negotiate with the junior organization for 
some plan whereby the two organizations 
could cooperate in agencies to their mu- 
tual advantage. 
Good Spirit Is Seen 

As these negotiations went along, the 
good-fellowship spirit rapidly broadened 
between all parties, to the end that the 
joint committee agreed upon a unanimous 
report which has been accepted by the old 
organization. Without doubt, at a meet- 
ing to be held at an early date, the junior 
organization will confirm the action of its 
committee, so that, in a short time, these 
two organizations will be working in 
harmony. 

We have, without being at all conspicu- 
ous, used our influence with all parties 
concerned, to have them get together and 
we have been delighted at the progress 
made by these organizations. 

Will Finally Be One Body 

This simply means, as expressed by 
prominent managers in both organizations, 
that it is only a quetsion of time when 
there will be but one organization, which 
is what we have worked for -some years. 
We believe it is not far away. While 
the spirit of co-operation and good fel- 
lowship and a disposition to pull together 
have come to the front so rapidly, very re- 
cently, that does not, as we have inti- 
mated, accomplish all that we would like, 
but as our good neighbors and friends, to 
the extent they have, have decided to 
pull together on a friendly and cooperative 
basis, until still further improvement can 
be made, each side relinquishing some of 
their ideals, we can afford to be generous 
and lend our loyal cooperation to the new 
order of things, believing that, ere long, 
the great majority of all companies will 
be co-operating for the best interests of 
the business, under one ogranization. 

Goes to the Western Union 


Therefore we are prepared to extend 
our hand to the old organization; and, 
at the same time, lend all assistance to 
the new that we can, consistently with 
our obligation to the old organization. In 
other words we will continue to encourage 
everything in the way of reform and good 
practice, in the way of business, as ap- 
Plied to organization or individual com- 
pany, as we have always done. 

There is no local agent who has given 
the situation his intelligent thought, but 
can read the “handwriting on the wall,” 
that honest cooperation is absolutely nec- 
essary for his own protection, as well as 
for the protection of the companies, and 
he will readily discover that he cannot 
consistently represent other than high- 
grade companies. 

Belations with the Agents 

We have at all times, dealt frankly and 
openly with our agents, counseling them, 
as opportunity offered, along lines that we 
believed to be for their best good. Many 
have acted on our counsel and I believe 
appreciate our helpfulness to them in 
many ways. I helieve, on giving this 
matter thoughtful attention, they will be 
prompt to recognize that, in lending our 
cooperation to organized effort, for the 
betterment of business generally it is for 
their own personal good, as well as that 
of the company and our patrons; and that, 
almost without exception, they will ac- 
cord to us their loyal, cheerful and hearty 
support, as they have always done. 

Our conclusions in this matter have not 
been reached hastily. We have given the 
subject our best thought. Some of the 
things we wished to see brought about, 
are now so nearly accomplished that we 
have felt it the right thing to do to ex- 
tend our hand of good fellowship to the 
old organization—the Union, which we 
will do officially, within a few days. 
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Illinois Liability Men Swamped With 
Work as Result of Compensation 
Law’s Becoming Effective 





Never before were liability men in 
Chicago so driven with work as they 
have been during the past few days. 
On Tuesday especially the rush was 
terrific, that being the last day before 
the Illinois workmen’s compensation 
act became effective. As a rule as- 
sured are accepting the endorsements 
for higher rates for the unexpired 
terms of their liability policies. One 
large office reported on Tuesday that 
it had not up to that time lost a single 
risk by reason of the advance in rates. 
Another had lost a couple-of large 
risks whose owners had decided to 
carry their own insurance. This dis- 
turbed condition affected the fire and 
general casualty and surety offices, 
also, for nearly every insurance man 
has at least a few liability risks that 
he_ brokers. 

Much New Business 

To add to the work of general agents 
there has been an unprecedented rush 
of new business. One general agent 
reports that a downstate agent who 
for years has been a “dead one” has 
been sending in recently from four to 
seven applications a day from people 
who never carried liability insurance 
before. The same general agent re- 
marked that he wished he had ten 
special agents instead of the few he 
has. One manager says that employ- 
ers seem to be in a condition of panic. 
They do not know what the compen- 
sation law is going to do to them and 
they want protection so badly they 
will pay advanced rates with but little 
hesitation. He looks for more diffi- 
culty when it comes time to renew 
policies and the demand is made for 
the full compensation premium for a 
full year at one time. Then, he thinks, 
many assured will endeavor to find 
ways of avoiding at least part of the 
expense. 

Too Busy to Talk 


For the pat few days general agents 
have found it impossible to give much 
time to explain the situation to assured 
individually. They put up their proposi- 
tion and if the assured hesitates about 
accepting they tell him they cannot argue 
with him, but that if he concludes to 
accept to call them up. Usually within 
a few hours a telephone acceptance is 
received. 

One general agent who has addressed 
several organizations of employers re- 
cently has startled his hearers somewhat 
by declaring that the Illinois law is a 
compulsory act. Being entirely opposed 
to their understanding of the law, this 
statement strikes them as wrong or as 
the announcement of something they had 
not discovered. He then proceeds to ex- 
plain that under the act the employer is 
compelled to pay for every accident, ex- 
cept very minor ones, and the only elec- 
tion left the employer is whether he will 
pay at the scale named by the state or 
on the uncertain basis of settlement on 
the best ee ossible or as the result 
of a lawsuit. is line of reasoning has 
prepared many ws accept a heavy advance 
in accident cost, whether they carry their 
own risk or buy insurance. 

Fear Nontariff Competition 

Where difficulty is expected in the 
future is over competition with cut-rate 
companies, mutuals or other nontariff con- 


tariff companies as the present one. That 
the acceptance of such a volume at rates 
much below the conference rates will 
eventually break the company that tries 
it is the opinion of the best liability men, 
but the opportunity to rush in and et 
business exists nevertheless. If the Illi- 
nois legislature at its present special ses- 
sion broadens the mutual law, it is likely 
a number of mutuals will be started. The 
master plumbers of Chicago have been 
looking into this question with a view 
to having a mutual of their own. 

It is understood that a number of large 
risks are now bem < J written at a com- 
mission considerably lower than that 
called for by the Chicago scale. One gen- 
eral agent says he thinks this will be more 
common in future, special rates being 
based partly on reduced commissions. 
The underlying idea is that a broker or 
general agent does not do ten times the 
work in securing a large risk at the 
same rate as one only one-tenth as large 
and that he is well compensated for his 
work by a lower rate of commission on 
the large premium. 

Few Individual Rates Yet 


Up to the present time there have been 
very few applications for individual rates 
on risks in Illinois. Everybody has been 
too busy to take these questions up. 
There is little doubt that plenty of ap- 
plications for these rates will come later. 
There are some inequalities in the rates 
which could not be avoided in getting 
them up, but which will need correction. 
For example, there are many’ plumbers 
in Chicago whose men are engaged mostly 
in repair work or in new work on resi- 
dences; there are others who get most 
of the contracts for installing the plumb- 
ing in the tall steel buildings, where the 
work goes on in connection with the 
steel work, fireproofing and masonry work 
and where the men are often over a 
hundred feet above ground. The hazard 
of these two classes of workmen is very 
different and eventually this difference 
will have to be shown in the rates. 

Banks Take an Interest 

Liability men in Chicago report that 
most of the employers are deciding to 
come under the compensation act now 
that the law is more thoroughly under- 
stood and more thought has been given 
to its provisions. Many of them are 
waiving the statutory medical aid and 
thus are getting a reduction in the rate. 
Whether this will be profitable to the as- 
sured remains to be seen. In granting 
loans the banks are evidently taking 
cognizance of the decision the employers 
are taking. Some banks have refused 
loans to contractors who have stated that 
they are not coming under the compensa- 
tion act. While the insurance men are 
having to do considerable explaining and 
to put up some strong arguments, the as- 
sured are gradually falling into line as 
to rates. They appreciate that the in- 
surance companies have to protect them- 
selves and that they have but little ex- 
perience to guide them. There has been 
a great demand for information as to 
the new act and many legal opinions have 
been given. The banks evidently have 
had the law analyzed by their legal de- 
partments and in granting credit whether 
a concern is under the act or not will 
cut considerable figure. 

Coal Operators Balk 

From St. Louis it is reported that the 
southern Illinois coal operators have gen- 
erally decided to carry their own risk. 
It is estimated that the manual rate of 
$15 per $100 of payroll would amount 
to about 13 cents a ton on all coal mined 
in the district and would more than 
wipe out all profits at present prices of 
coal. The insurance companies which 
have decided to write coal mines nave 
agreed to accept a lower rate than $15 for 
compensation insurance, their figure be- 
ing a little under $13. Where the oper- 
ator refuses to accept the compensation 
act, however, they will charge $13.50 for 
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shows that the companies regard the 
liability hazard on this class as greater 
than the compensation hazard, a posi- 
tion directly opposite to that taken by 
one of the nonconference companies in 
regard to the general run of risks, not, 
however, including coal mines. 
Surety Men Interested 

Some of the surety men have become 
much interested in the compensation law 
because of its possible effect on their 
business. In the case of license bonds 
for plumbers, drain layers and the like, 
where the surety guarantees that the city 
will be protected against suits due to in- 
jury to people on the streets caused by 
negligence of the licensee, it would be 
easy to get some bad losses if the licensee 
claims for compensation on account of 
injuries to his workmen. There is now 
much greater need that contractors 
should carry compensation insurance than 
there formerly was that they carry liabil- 
ity insurance, if the surety is to play safe. 


LIABILITY INTERINSURANCE 
Efforts Being Made to Organize IIli- 


nois Indemnity Exchange—Glow- 
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Adrian F. Sherman, a young lawyer 
from Kansas City who has had a short 
experience in the insurance business, is 
attempting to organize a liability inter- 
insurance exchange among Illinois man- 
ufacturers. Among other things that 
he puts forth in his circular letters is 
advice to employers not to come under 
the law and a promise of at least 35 
percent saving under stock company 
rates. 

This saving, he states, will be made 
in the expense item. He offers the in- 
formation that the stock companies use 
65 percent of their income for expenses 
while he plans to have a fixed expense 
ratio of 30 percent or thereabouts. No 
doubt he plans to use a replica of the 
power of attorney that he has secured 
from a number of Kansas employers to 
onerate the Kansas Employers Inter- 
Insurers Exchange, for which he is at- 
torney. This power of attorney con- 
tains the following clause: 

“In consideration of their (the attor- 
neys) defraying all expenses incident to 
conducting the exchange of indemnity 
herein authorized, except taxes, legal ex- 
penses, and. expenses of the trustees, and 
including compensation for their services, 
our said attorneys are hereby authorized 
to deduct 25 percent of all moneys re- 


ceived by them for credit to our account, 
except subscription deposit.” 


This contract between the subscribers’ 


and the attorneys allows 25 percent for 
practically the same services as cost stock 
companies 35 percent. It is difficult to see 
Where the 35 percent saving will come in. 
No doubt Mr. Sherman plans to do much 
of the legal work for his subscribers 
and for this receive additional fees under 
this clause which allows for legal ex- 
Penses. 

As the “Illinois Indemnity Exchange” 
Will probably not be incorporated it will 
make a saving by having no es to 
Pay. But opposed to this saving is the 
fact that an unincorporated organiza- 





tion has no legal standing and is under 
no departmental supervision. 


Badger Casualty’s Officers 

The Badger Casualty of Green Bay, 
Wis., which has an authorized capital 
of $100,000, held an organization meet- 
ing the other day and elected Samuel 
H. Cady as president, Dr. a 
Schmidt, vice-president; J. J. Helby, 
secretary and general manager and 
George A. Richardson as treasurer. 
The company expects to obtain a li- 
cense to do business in a short time. 
It will write accident and health insur- 
ance exclusively and has prepared a 
complete and modern line of accident 
and disability policies. It will write 
both monthly payment and commercial 
lines. It is the idea to work in Wis- 
consin before extending its operations 
to other states. 

The Badger Casualty will take over 
the business of the Badger Protective 
Association, a mutual concern. 





Comments on Conditions 


Chairman Roger Owen of the Ocean 
Accident & Guarantee at the annual 
meeting said: 

“The employers’ liability insurance deé- 
partment is not yet on a satisfactory foot- 
ing. Tne rates are still inadequate, while 
both the number of claims and the aver- 
age amount paid on each continue to in- 
crease.” And later on he said: “The 
United States branch seems to have en- 
tered upon an unfortunate phase. After 
having yielded excellent accounts for many 
years it now threatens to give a great 
deal of anxiety.” Taking the total. oper- 
ations of the company, compensation paid 
and payable amounts to £1,016,934 against 
£844,818 in the previous year, the percent- 
age on premium income being 66.89, as 
against 63.64 in 1910. This increase in 
the claim ratio is due entirely to the fact 
that America is passing through an eco- 
nomic stage which makes it for the mo- 
ment very difficult, if not impossible, for 
casualty companies to work at a profit. 


Not Covered by Policy 

Personal accident policies insure 
against bodily injuries, effected 
through external, violent and acciden- 
tal means, but it is sometimes difficult 
to tell whether an injury comes within 
this description or not. A southern 
court has held that the injury inflicted 
by a “chigger”in the pursuit of life, lib- 
erty and happiness, or whatever chig- 
gers pursue in the human frame, was 
covered by the policy, but another 
southern court now comes to the front 
with a ruling that an injury caused by 
microbes is not. A man named Arnett, 
insured in the Fidelity & Casualty, was 
riding on a train and wiped his eyes on 
a towel on which a diseased man had 
wiped his hands. It being about their 
moving time, a bunch of microbes 
moved from the towel to his eye and

BELIEVED BILL WILL PASS 
Measure Amending Mutual Employers’ 


Liability Act in Illinois Has t 
Through Senate 











Senate Bill No. 8, which amends the 
mutual employers’ liability act, was 
passed by the Illinois senate last week 
and is now before the insurance com- 
mittee of the house. The bill as intro- 
duced amended the present act by 
eliminating the provision that persons 
incorporating under it must belong to 
one class of manufacturing or mining. 
It was amended in the senate by add- 
ing the words “trade” and “occupation” 
to the words “manufacturing or min- 
ing,” so that the bill as it stands per- 
mits any persan to operate under it 
who shall be a partner in any firm or 
a stockholder in any corporation en- 
gaged in manufacturing or mining, or 
in any occupation or trade which may 
be affected by the provisions of the 
mutual employers’ liability act which 
went into effect May 1, 1912. It is be- 
lieved that the house will pass the 
measure in its amended form. 


Death of S. Stanley Brown 
S. Stanley Brown, director of the 
Employers’ Liability of London, Eng., 
died this week in London at the age of 
74. He was formerly secretary of the 
Commercial Union Fire in London, and 
assumed the general managership in 
1881 of the Employers’ Liability, 
formed that year, and held its secre- 
taryship and general managership until 
Jan. 1 of this year. He was a man of 
high education, one of the foremost in- 
surance men of Great Britain and was 
recognized throughout the world as an 

authority on employers’ liability. 


Can Not Write Compensation 

In answer to an inquiry from THE 
WESTERN UNDERWRITER as to whether a 
company licensed to write only acci- 
dent and health insurance, can write 
workmen’s compensation under the IIli- 
nois act, Superintendent Potter of IIli- 
nois says: 

“In my opinion a company licensed 
to do only accident and health busi- 
ness in this state cannot write work- 
men’s compensation insurance under 
the workmen’s compensation act.” 


Amicable Accident’s Plan 

The Amicable Accident of Chicago 
is a mutual company that came into 
existence largely on account of the 
Illinois workmen’s compensation law. 
It writes policies on the lives of em- 
ployes payable to the employer. Thus 
in case of accident the employer has 
some protection in the way of an ac- 
cident policy on the employe. The 
Amicable has an income of about $5,000 
a month and writes straight accident 
insurance in addition to its policy 
adapted to employes. F. G. Hoagland, 
the Chicago manager of the State Life 
of Indiana. who is also a director in 
the Old Colony Trust and Savings 
Bank, is president of the Amicable. 
Secretary Hubbard, the manager of the 
company, was formerly connected with 
the Illinois insurance department. 





Progress of Detroit Agency 

Raymond & Raymond, of Detroit, 
general insurance agents, and state 
agents for the London Guarantee & 
Accident, and the Massachusetts Bond- 
ing, report a good increase in volume 
of premiums in all departments for 
the first four months of 1912.

Federal Casualty—The first month of 
the prize contest among the agents of the 
Federal Casualty has passed and the man- 
agement reports splendid general results. 
It has been particularly successful this 
year in contracting with new agents, so 
the outlook is for a substantial increase 
in volume of business during 1912. The 
Federal does not attempt any spectacular 
things, but makes steady progress as it 
well deserves because of its fair treat- 
ment of policyholders and agents. 


States Accident, Chicago—The company 
has been studying the lapse ratio proposi- 
tion and has succeeded very materially 
during the last three months in reducing 
its lapse ratio. It is now building up an 
agency plant in Illinois.

usiness Men’s Accident, Kansas City, 
Mo—tThis association has prepared a new 
form of accident and health policy to be 
issued on and after May 1. After that 
date its accident policies will provide for 
double death benefits where the insured 
is accidentally killed while traveling on 
a regular passenger train, benefits under 
class “A” policies sone $10,000. Its 
health policies will provide for benefits 
for the first week of sickness, class “A” 
risks receiving $10 for the first week and 
$25 for the subsequent weeks sickness up 
to thirty weeks. The quarterly assess- 
ments under the accident policies will re- 
main $3 and under the health a7 
will be increased from $2.50 to $3. The 
quarterly payments under the combina- 
tion policies will be $6. In all cases the 
membership fee of $2 is charged with 
the application for membership and in- 
surance. The renewal premiums collected 
during the first four months of this year 
are considerably more than double those 
received during the same period of 1911. 
This association has now received over 
30,000 applications since organization. 


Sues Former Officers 

The Royal Casualty of St. Louis has 
filed damage suits amounting to $14,- 
891 against J. D. Sutton, former presi- 
dent of the corporation; F. H. Pickrell, 
former secretary, and E. S. Puller, for- 
mer vice-president and general coun- 
sel. The petition alleges the defend- 
ants, while officers, obtained certain 
monies from the company, which they 
said were due them as salaries and 
commissions on the sale of stocks. It 
is alleged the payment of the money to 
them was never ratified by the board 
of directors. Sutton is sued for $618, 
Pickrell for $1,429, and Puller for 
$7,280. 

The suits follow a suit filed by Puller 
against the company for damages be- 
cause of an alleged breach of contract 
and a suit filed by Frank E. Wheeler 
of Ferguson, Mo., to oust George E. 

The 
latter suit was decided in Dickson’s 
favor, and the former will be tried in 
a short time.

BREAKS LARGE CLAIM RECORD 


Travelers Issues Check for $12,000 to 
Beneficiaries of John B. Thayer, 
Titanic Victim 


By the issuance of a check for $120,- 
000 to the beneficiaries of John B. 
Thayer, who was among those who 
went down with the Titanic, the Trav- 
elers has broken all records as to size 
of single claims paid in the accident 
business. The largest amount ever 
before paid on one risk was $116,000, 
which was also paid by the Travelers. 

Mr. Thayer, who was vice-president 
of the Pennsylvania railroad, held a 
regular $50,000 “F” policy. This pro- 
vides for double indemnity in case of 
travel accidents and for accumulations. 
This shows that his premiums over a 
period something more than two years 
had amounted to $750. 

The proofs on Mr. Thayer’s policy 
were the first received and this is the 
first accident loss that has been paid 
by any company on the contracts cov- 
ering victims of the Titanic. It re- 
futes the newspaper reports to the 
effect that the accident companies 
would deny liability under the double 
indemnity or accumulation clauses.

The supreme court of Washington has 
refused application for a writ to compel 
the state industrial insurance commission 
to sue the DuPont Powder Company for 
assessments which it refused to pay into 
the state insurance fund. Such a suit 
would enable the powder company to get 
the constitutionality of the law before the 
United States courts. 


Charles W. Barnes, manager for Kan- 
sas of the North American Accident, has 
moved his family from Osage City to 
Topeka, Kan., and will make his home in 
Topeka permanently. Mr. Barnes for- 
merly was superintendent of the Kansas 
department. He recently has _ sold his 
paper at Osage City, the Free Press, and 
will confine his efforts in the future to 
his insurance business. 

A commission from the state univer- 
sity of Iowa has been making an investi- 
gation of liability insurance as it is car- 
ried by Iowa manufacturers. This com- 
mittee has filed a report, a copy of which 
is in the hands of the state employers’ 
liability commission. The report shows 
that an unexpectedly large number of fac- 
tories carry this insurance. The report 
shows also that the larger factories have 
proportionately the fewer accidents.
